WASHINGTON, May 21—Secre- 
tary of State James F. Byrnes, 
knowing he has the support of 
Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, described in de- 


tail last night this country’s new 
“offensive for 
peace: directed” at Soviet Russia's 

gaining position for its own 

“security.” 

Reporting by radio to the Amer- 
fean people on the recently re- 
cessed Council of the Big Four 
foreign ministers, the American 
secretary announced that if a 
general peace conference—now op- 
posed by the Soviet Union—is not 
called this summer, “the United 
States will feel obligated to re- 
quest the General Assembly of the 
United Nations under Article 14 of 
the Charter to make recommenda- 
tions with respect to peace set- 
tlements.” 

Article 14 of the U.N. Charter 
@ays that “the General Assembly 
may recommend measures. for 
peaceful adjustment of any situa- 
tion, regardless of origin, which 
it deems likely to impair the gen- 
eral welfare or friendly relations 


posal. 

Byrnes added, diplomatically, 
that he confidently expected a 
peace conference to be called this 
summer. He gave notice that 
when the Council reconvenes June 
15, he will renew his proposal, 
rejected at Paris, to call a general 
“or July 1 or July 15. 

In stressing to the American 
people the necessity for United 
States participation in world af- 
fairs, Byrnes asserted that 
“there is no iron. curtain that 
the aggregate sentiments of 
mankind cannot penetrate.” 

Although much was concealed 
between the lines; the speech rep- 
resented a forthright exposition of 
eur difficulties with the Kremlin 
and its foreign spokesman, For- 
eign Minister V. M. Molotov. 
Byrnes frankly conceded that the 
progress made at Paris was “dis- 
appointingly small” but insisted 
that it was “infinitely greater” 
than he had expected when he 
suggested the meeting. 

Although he could not specific- 
ally mention it, perhaps his great- 
est accomplishment in France was 
to obtain Senator Vandenberg’s 
support in all of his dealing with 
Foreign Ministers Ernest Bevin of 
Great Britain, Georges Bidault of 
France, and, more particularly,

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VANDENBERG PRAISES NEW 
‘POSITIVE FOREIGN POLICY’ 


Says Big News of Paris Conference Was De- 
velopment of ‘Constructive, Peace- 
Seeking, Bipartisan’ U.S. Program.

WASHINGTON, May 21—In a 
brief but compact speech, Senator 
Arthur H. Vandenberg, (Rep.), 
Michigan, who accompanied Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes to the For- 
eign Ministers’ conference in Paris, 
told the Senate today that the 
American delegation was a “con- 
stant unit in thought and action” 
and that he gladly associated him- 
self with Byrnes’s radio report 
last night to the nation, 

Like Secretary Byrnes, the Re- 
publican foreign affairs spokes- 
man acknowledged that the con- 
ference was not a success in gain- 
ing agreement on several key 
questions, but insisted that delay 
was preferable to error in such 
vital matters. 

The most important news of the 
sessions, he emphasized, was “a 
complete success in developing, at 
last, and in disclosing a positive, 


constructive, peace-seeking bipar- 
tisan foreign policy for the Unit- 
ed States. It is based, at last, 
upon the moralities of the Atlantic 
and the San Francisco charters. 
Yet it is based equally upon the 
practical necessities required for 
Europe's rehabilitation.” 

The 12-minute speech was deliv- 
ered before the Senate began con- 
sideration of labor disputes legis- 
lation. The Senator, in his cus- 
tomary blue double-breasted suit 
and blue bow tie, read from a 
manuscript. He did not have the 
reading stand he uses for his ma- 
jor addresses. Only once during 
his talk did he use his hands for 
emphasis. The Senate and the 
galleries were about half filled. 

Vandenberg, who was critical of 
Secretary ne yielding nego- 
tiations wi Russian Foreign 
Minister Molotov at Moscow and 
London, told his colleagues that

4 OTHER NEW TAX 
BILLS UP FRIDAY 


Measures to Be Put Be- 


fore Aldermen Are Es- 
timated to Raise $6,- 
895,000 a Year. 


Five tax measures, including a 
levy of one-half of 1 per cent on 
the gross incomes of individuals 
and net incomes of corporations, 
but providing exemptions for indi- 
viduals, are being prepared by the 
city counselor’s office for introduc- 
tion in the Board of Aldermen 
Friday. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, in 

announcing yester the bills 
would be introduce estimated 
they would provide $6,895,000 a 
year additional revenue for the 
city. This would be $212,103 less 
than the city will, need, if the 
program of expanded and new 
services as outlined by him in his 
message to the Board of Alder- 
men last month is to be adopted, 
the Mayor estimated. 
Revising his estimates as to the 
funds needed to put the program 
into effect, the Mayor placed the 
total cost of the program at $7,- 
207,103 a year. Last month he had 
estimated the cost would aggre- 
gate $5,645,672 annually. 

The city income tax measure 
will provide exemptions for the 
individual and dependents on the 
same basis as does the federal in- 
come tax law—$500 for the indi- 
vidual and $500 fer each depend- 
ent—the Mayor said. In addition, 
an exemption of 10 per cent of 
the remainder of the income will 
be granted. 

“For example,” Mayor Kauf- 
mann said, “if a man’s income is 
$3000 a year, and he has a wife 
and two children, the first $2000 
of his income would not be taxed 
because of the dependency exemp- 
tion. This would leave $1000, of 
which 10 per cent would be ex- 
empted. He would have to pay 
tax on but $900, which would 
amount to $4.50 a year.” 

The estimated yield from this 
source was placed at $5,000,000, 
with individuals p $4,750,000 
and corporations $250,000.

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CZECHS TO HANG 
KARL FRANK FOR 
DICE KILINGS 


Nazi ‘Protector’ Sen- 
tenced for Crimes After 
Long Trial — Accused 
in 300,000 Deaths. 


PRAGUE, May 21 (UP) — Karl 
He mann Frank, Nazi “protector” 
of Czechoslovakia, today was sen- 
tenced to death by public hanging 
for ordering the destruction of the 
village of Lidice and other war 
criminal acts, 

A Czech people's court passed 
the death sentence on Frank after 
«. long trial in which a parade of 
witnesses recounted his brutal acts 
as aduiinistrator of the occupied 
land. 

Frank was accused of contribut- 

ing to the death of at least 300,- 
00 Czechs, 
The time and place for his exe- 
cution were not announced. The 
judge began the reading of the 
300-page verdict, which was ex- 
pected to continue two days. 

Frank confessed during the trial 
that he had ordered §.8. troops to 
wipe out Lidice, a village of about 
520 population, in reprisal for the 
assassination of “Hangman” Rein- 
hardt Heydrich. 

Confronted with a witness who 
told of his order, Frank first said 
he didn’t remember. Finally he 
admitted it under severe question- 
ing. 

The Nazi leader. stared stolidly 
at the floor while peasant women 
testified how their husbands had 
been shot and their children taken 
away. . 

When the trial opened on March 
22, Frank asked in vain to be 
tried at Nuernberg by the inter- 
national tribunal rather than by 
the Czech court. 


NAZIS LAUGHED 
AT MASSACRE OF 
CAPTURED YANKS, 


He Tells How S.S, Men 


cans at Malmedy, Then 
Finished Off Wound- 
ed With Pistols.

DACHAU, May 21 (UP)—A G.I. 
survivor of the Malmedy massa- 
cre told today how Nazi gunners 
mowed down the ranks of helpless 
American war prisoners and 
Maughed as their dying victims 
writhed in the mud of Belgium. 

Virgil P. Lary of Winchester, 
Ky., former first leutenant and 
one of six United States soldiers 


who survived the massacre by 
playing dead, testified at the trial 
of 74 German elite guardsmen 
charged with the mass murder in 
the Battle of the Bulge. 

The Americans were captured 
in the first onsurge of the German 
offensive, launched Dec. 16, 1944. 
That same day they were mus- 
tered in ranks eight deep and 20 
abreast at the Malmedy cross- 
roads. 

Lary identified one of the de- 
fendants, George Fleps, as the 
man who fired the first shot at 
the Americans. The S.S. man 
aimed carefully with his revolver 
and felled a G.I. standing with 
hands clasped over his head. 

Then two German machine gun- 
ners opened up. Their weapons 
rattled for three minutes. The 
prisoners. went down like waves 
of grain before the sickle. A 
jeu lence hung for some mo- 
ments over the bloody scene, brok- 
en by obscene gusts of laughter 
from the executioners. 

Lary fell face down in the mud, 
shot in the left foot. He heard 
single shots from pistols as the 
coup de grace was administered 
to those who still lived and moved. 
After an hour that was an eter- 
nity, somebody yelled, and those 
who could do so made a break 
for safety. 

“Those of us who tould got up 
and made a break,” he said. “I 
stepped over numerous bodies and 
ran. Another machine gun opened 
up. There were well over 100 
bodies in the field. About 15 of 
us made the break. I crossed a 
barbed wire fence and crawled 
into a little shed. I covered my- 
self with sticks and stayed there 
until after dark. I heard more 
screams and shots from the field.” 

“The firing lasted about three 
minutes,” Lary testified. “A man 
came by me, and I heard a pistol 
shot nearby. Then I heard the 
sound of a new clip being inserted 
in the pistol, and the man passed 
on. I heard someone say to some- 
one else, ‘have they killed you 
yet?’ 

“He replied, ‘no, not yet, but if 
the sons of bitches are going to 
kill me I wish they would come 
back and get it over with.’” 

He pointed to one of the de- 
fendants an arm’s length away 


“In the whole Czech nation 
there is not a person who would 
not hate me or be my enemy,” he 
said,

Army Craft Was Flying 
Over New York Sky-

NEW YORK, May 21 (AP)— 
A twin-engined Army plane, fly- 
ing blind through gvercast that 
extended within 400 feet of the 
ground, crashed into the fifty- 


eighth floor of the 7l1-story Bank 
of the Manhattan Co. building in 
the skyscraper financial district 
last night. Its occupants, a WAC 
lieutenant and four Army officers, 
were killed. 

The ship was shattered in a 
blinding flash of flames when it 
exploded against the rear of the 
Wall street building—the world’s 
fourth highest. Showers of flam- 
ing debris fell to the pavement. 
The building is 937 feet high. 

One witness said “the flames 
seemed to pour down from floor 
to floor.” The fires, however, 
quickly were extinguished. Police 
estimates put the number of per- 
sons in the building at the time 
of the accident at from 500 to 2000. 
None was hurt. The building’ has 
about 5000 occupants during the 
day. . 

Five persons on-the street were 
struck by flaming particles, 

Second Within Year. 

It was the second such accident 
for New York in, less than a 
year. Last July 28 an Army B-25 
bomber crashed into the seventy- 
ninth floor of the 102-story Em- 
pire State Building, killing three 
flyers and 11 office workers. 

Newark airport, where the vic- 
tims of last night’s accident were 
based, announced the plane was 
on a routine navigational train- 
ing flight from Smyrna, Tenn., to 
Newark. Those aboard were as- 
signed to the Atlantic Overseas 
Air Technical Service Command.

Barkley Sees Truman —

WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP)— 
Senator Barkley of Kentucky, the 
Democratic leader, said after a 
talk with President Truman today 
that the rail strike situation con- 
tinues the same, but added “every- 
thing is hopeful.”

NEW YORK,’ May 21—Advo- 
cates of simpler spelling swung 
into action this week for the first 
time since before the war. They 
announced they would join forces 
to take the complexities out of the 
spelling of English words. 

Among the developments of the 
meeting of spelling experts in Low 
Memorial Library at Columbia 
University was the presentation 
of a system of phonetic spelling 
which uses no new letters and has 
49 symbols. 

Dr. Godfrey Dewey, secretary of 
the Simplified Spelling Board and 
the Spelling Reform Association, , 
devised the system. 

Dr. Dewey used Lincoln's Get- 
tysburg Address (Linkon’s Getiz- 
berg Adres) to illustrate. Lincoln’s 
opening words, in simplified spell- 


ing, would read:

NUERNBERG, May 21 (By Ra- 
dio)—By ganging together, defense 
eounse] before the international 
military tribunal this morning 
gucceeded in smothering a state- 
ment in which Grand Adm.

Hermann Goering of “unimagin- 
able vanity” and Field Marshal 
Wilhelm Keitel of “inconceivable 
weakness.” 

Grand Adm. Karl Doenitz was 
Geclared to have borne in the 
navy the nickname of “Hitler Boy 
Doenitz” on account of his sub- 
gervience to the Fuehrer and the 
Nazi party. 

The statement was sworn and 
signed by Raeder in Moscow after 
‘his surrender to Russian forces. 
Brandishing the document, Col. 
Pokrovsky, deputy Soviet prose- 
¢eutor, strode to the microphone 
and prepared to read aloud some 
of its capital passages. Raeder’s 
attorney, Dr. Walther Siemers, 
edged the Russian aside and pro- 

that the, reading be dis- 
pensed with. 

Pokrovsky replied that he un- 
derstood the paper had not been 
made available to the defense. If 
it were read aloud, he argued, 
they would become acquainted 
with the contents and be in a po- 
sition to interrogate Raeder, who 
was still on the witness stand, 
about these acid comments on his 
fellow conspirators. 

Defense Strategy. 

Siemers retorted that German 
defense counsel was familiar with 
the Raeder affidavit and had 
agreed to put no questions re- 
garding it to the admiral. He 
was corroborated by Otto Kranz- 
buehler, attorney for Doenitz. 
Thomas J. Dodd, American deputy 
prosecutor, broke in to remark 
that he understood thoroughly 
why some of the defendants ob- 
jected to hearing the paper read 
aloud in open court. 

The president of the tribunal, 
Lord Justice Sir Geoffrey Law- 
rence, suggested time could be 
savedeif it were true that defense 
counsel were acquainted with the 
document and proposed to ask no 
questions about it. Dodd recom- 
mended a poll of the attorn: 
for the defendants mentioned. In 
addition to Goering, Keitel and 
Doenitz, these were Joachim von 
Ribbentrop, Constantin von Neu- 
rath, Hjalmar Schacht, Albert 
Speer and Col. Gen. Alfred Jodi. 

Lawrence ran an inquiring eye 
along the rows of German law- 
yers, but all remained silent and 
stubborn in their chairs. Siemers 
stated that defense counsel had no 
interest in the document,

good reason for insisting to the 
eontrary. The tribunal agreed late

Opinion of Doenitz. 

In his personal testimony Rae-

the Moscow statement Raeder let 
down his hair. He was succeeded 
by Doenitz as supreme commander 
of the German Navy. 

Raeder in his affidavit declared 
that the capabilities of Doenitz 
were “barely sufficient.” Doenitz 
was depicted as conceited, ad- 
dicted to grievous mistakes, un- 
popular in Germany and ridicu- 
Jous to all circles, It was his ob- 
sequious manner that won the 
him with a pistol. He stepped be- 
hind an American vehicle, which 
Fuehrer’s confidence “for other- 
wise there could be no explanation 
of his appointment as adminis- 
trative chief of northern Ger- 
many.” He “made a fool of him- 
self” and proved how little he 
knew of Germany's condition 
when at the gnd he urged the 
Wehrmacht to fight on. 

It was Keitel’s weakness, ac- 
cording to Raeder, which enabled 
him to remain ae chief of the 
Wehrmacht supreme command. 
“The Fuehrer,” it was explained, 
“could treat him as badly as he 
liked and Keitel stood for it. For 
a time he fell into strong dis- 
favor but kept his post by sub- 
mitting to all humiliations. Neith- 
er he nor the office he held en- 
joyed any prestige whatsoever in 
the Wehrmacht.” 

Comment on Goering. 

Goering was described as un- 
truthful, selfish and “outstanding 
for greed, wastefulness and soft, 
unsoldierly manners.” Raeder’s 
verdict was that “the person Goe- 
ring had a disastrous effect on the 
destiny of the German Reich.” 

Speer was accused of flattering 
Doenitz for the purpose, at a crit- 
ical moment, of thrusting aside

Charles G. Ross, told reporters 
that he knew of no White House 
developments today on efforts to 
work out an agreement on the 
railroad front. The five-day truce 
under which the railroads are op- 
erating will expire Thursday. 
The carriers and brotherhoods 
both reported progress in their 
separate talks with John R. Steel- 
man, White House labor adviser 
who is acting as mediator in the 
dispute over wages and working 
rules. 

Steelman had high hopes he 
could arrange a compromise be- 
fore the Thursday deadline. Along 
this line, he already had a new 
offer from the brotherhoods, A. 
Whitney, president of the 
Brotherhood of Trainmen, said 
the new proposal had been given 
to Steelman to convey to the car- 
rier negotiators. However, neither 
Whitney, the carrier, nor the Gov- 
ernment men would say what it 
contained. 

Steelman met for two hours last 
night with the carrier negotiating 
committee, after which a spokes- 
man for the. railroads told report- 
ers: “We made some progress, 
but not too much.” 

The spokesman declined to com- 
ment on Whitney's statement that 
a new union offer had been made, 
and referred reporters to Steel- 
man for any comment on this or 
on the progress of mediation ef- 
forts, 

The railroad spokesmen said 
that the Government had not ar- 
ranged a joint session of the dis- 
putants. 

A brotherhood official told a re- 
porter that the trainmen and lo- 
comotive engineers were “going 
right ahead with plans far the 
strike.” He added that new secret 
code words have gone out. 

The passwords “convention” and 
“Johnston” were employed by the 
two brotherhoods last Saturday 
in notifying the 250,000 engineers 
and trainmen that the five-day 
strike postponement had been ar- 
ranged. 

The truce, agreed on. by presi- 
dents Whitney of the Trainmen 
and Alvanley Johnston of the Lo- 
comotive Engineers, expires Thurs- 
day at 4 p.m, (local. standard 
time). The brotherhood spokes- 
man, who would not be quoted, 
said “if we haven't got a settle- 
ment by then we’ll strike sure this 
time—and it may be hard to get 
the men back to work.”

Tribute to Marines. 

Paying tribute to the work of 
the Marines, the committee ex- 
pressed the conviction “the Amer- 
ican people would never look with 
favor upon any move designed to 
bring about any loss or impair- 
ment of identity” of the corps. 
This was the only reference to 
proposals for a merger of the 
armed forces. 

The bill supplies approximately

TEHRAN ANNOUNCES REDS 


WERE OUT OF 


IRAN BY MAY 6 


U.N. Delegate Ordered So to, Report, Prince 


Firouz Says—Subject Up 
Tomorrow. 


TEHRAN, May 21 (AP)—Prince 
Firouz, Iranian Government 
spokesman and director of propa- 
ganda, announced tonight that the 
Soviet evacuation of Azerbaijan 
and all Iran was completed May 6. 

In an official statement, Firouz 
said the Iran Government’s offi- 
cial mission sent to Azerbaijan to 
see whether the Russians had 
completed its assignment and left. 

After a visit to the principal 
areas and towns formerly occu- 
pied by the Red Army, the com- 
mission reported that all Soviet 
troops were out of Azerbaijan on 
May 6, “as provided and foreseen 
by agreement,” Firouz said. 

As a result, he added, “a tele- 
gram was sent today to Ala (Hus- 
sein Ala, Iranian Ambassador in 
the United States, so informing 
him and directing that he com- 
municate with the United Nations 
Security Council. The British, 
United States and Soviet em- 
bassies in Tehran also were offi- 
cially notified.” (The Security 
Council is scheduled to take up 
the Iranian problem again tomor- 
row.) 

Meanwhile, both the Azerbaijan 
autonomists and the central gov- 
ernment were showing an inclina- 
tion to resume negotiations for a 
settlement of the differences 
which had carried Iran to the 
brink of civil war. 

The Azerbaijan radio at Tabriz 
had reported centra! government 
attacks along the provincial fron- 
tier, and government officials 
here confirmed that minor clashes 
had occurred. 

Today, Premier Qavam broad- 
cast orders for Iranian troops 
“not to go farther from their 
positions” along the border, and 
Tabriz lifted a one-day state of 
siege, saying “conditions no long- 
er justify the measure, as peace- 
ful methods prevail.” 

Despite these conciliatory moves, 
a report was current that the 


Azerbaijan People’s Army was 
moving reinforcements southward 
toward Kurdistan, scene of the 
reported clashes. 

(Ambassador Ala had reported 
to the U.N. Security Council last 
night that “Soviet interference in 
the internal affairs of Iran has 
noft ceased”; that his government 


had been unable to investigate re-. 


ports that Soviet soldiers in civil- 
ian clothes had been left in Azer- 
baijan, and that Tehran did not 
have “first-hand information” as 
to the state of affairs throughout 
the province.) 

Ala’s Statement Repudiated. 

In answer to a question, Firouz 
said: 

“The alleged complaint of Ala 
to the chairman of the Security 
Council concerning continued Sov- 
iet interference in Azerbaijan is 
not the view of the Iranian Gov- 
ernment. I cannot believe the 
statement was made by him, but 
if made it represents his own per- 
sonal views.” 

The Azerbaijan question “is an 
internal affair after evacuation of 
the Red Army is now confirmed,” 
Firouz stated. 

He added that there was now 
no possible Soviet interference 
“which could justify the alleged 
Ala statement.” 

In reply to another question— 
whether the Iranian government 
would welcome a Security Council 
investigation mission — Firouz 
said: 

“After the official notification 
of the Security Council that Iran 
has been evacuated by all foreign 
troops I cannot imagine any pre- 
text exists for interference in 
our sovereign rights and infringe- 
ment of our independence by one 
country or collection of countries 
by commissions or otherwise, es- 
pecially when not asked.” 

Firouz said Iran would hold 
elections as soon as the Azerbai- 
jan question was settled.

1000 US. TROOPS 
RAID HUNGARIAN 
FLEET ON DANUBE 


3000 Persons Rounded 
Up, Many of Them Be- 
lieved to Be Fugitive 
Magyar Naval Officers. 


VILSHOFEN, Germany, May 21 
(AP) — Four thousand American 
troops, striking by surprise at 
dawn today, raided a Hungarian 
river fleet suspected of smugglin 
S.S. fugitives, ammunition a 
black market supplies along the 
Danube river in southeastern Ger- 
many. 

Vilshofen is on the Danube 12 
miles northwest of Passau, which 
is on the Austrian-German border. 

Nearly 3000 men, women and 
children, of 12 nationalities, were 
rounded up for questioning as the 
troops, armed with tommyguns, 
rifles and pistols rushed aboard 
some 400 anchored vessels at 5 
a.m. Many machineguns and oth- 
er weapons, quantities of radio 
equipment, American Army food 
and other contraband were report- 
ed found. 


A 45-mile stretch of the Danube 
from the Austrian border to Deg- 
gendorf was sealed off during the 
raid. The Danube enters the So- 
viet-occupied zone of Austria be- 
yond the border of Passau. There 
was no indication whether the Red 
Army was notified of the raids, 

At least 30 of the vessels seized 
—including 12 gunboats—were 
formerly part of the Hungarian 
Navy, Army officials said. Aboard 
them were believed to be several 
hundred sailors and high ranking 
officers of the Hungarian Navy 
who fled from the Black sea 
ahead of Soviet forces near the 
end of the war and found sanc-

A dwelling which would have 
eost $10,000 to build in St. Louis 


in 1939, the year World War II 
broke out, would cost $16,770 or 
more this spring. This epitomizes 
what has happened to construc- 
tion costs as a result of the war 
and the postwar inflation. 

The current figure is based on 
legal prices for materials — as- 
suming materials can be found at 
all, and that they are obtainable 
at OPA ceiling charges. It is esti- 
mated, on the basis of credible 
information, that the same house 
would cost today at least $18,400 
at black market prices for ma- 
terials. All the figures are for 


“ building alone, exclusive of land; 


by and large, there appears to 
have been only a limited rise in 
the cost of sites. 

An excellent index to the fluctu- 
ating cost of building is available 
in the nationally circulated and 
copyrighted data of Roy Wenzlick 
& Co. St. Louis realty economists. 
These figures, cited here by per- 
mission, are made up monthly on 
detailed specifications of a typical, 
standard, six-room frame house, 
such as might be occupied by an 
upper-bracket wage-earner or mid- 
die-bracket salaried man in S&t. 
Louis or the suburbs. They date 
back to 1913, last year before 
World War I. Relatively, they are 
applicable to any’ size dwelling. 

Standard House Data. 

The standard house cost $3836 
fm 1913 or $5894 in 1939. Last 
month it was figured at $9851, 
early this month at $9887. The in- 
crease since 1939 - currently 
amounts to 68 per cent. 

While the Wenzlick reports 
ao not show black market figures, 
it is possible % apply general 
knowledge of reported black 
market costs to the legal prices 
for the standard house and show 
that it would cost about $10,850 
to build this house today, if neces- 
sary to use black market ma- 
terials. This is virtually 10 per 
eent above aggregate cost where 
legal materials prices aré observed. 

If the inflation in construction 
costs since the prewar year of 1939 
should follow the patterns of the 
World War I cycle, cost of this 
standard house, at legal rates, 
may soon be $11,800. Between 1913 
and 1920, which was the top of 
the boom after the earlier war, 
the cost went up 100.1 per cent. 

Labor and Material Costs. 

Relationship of the increases in 
costs as between materials, labor 
and other items going to make 
up the total is striking.

Actually, under present condi- 
tions, few contractors will make 
bids to build a house at a flat 
price. They are concerned over 
changes in materials and labor 
costs which might arise between 
start and finish, particularly since 
it is taking much longer than 
usual to complete work now, be- 
cause of the numerous unforesee- 
ert delays in getting materials or 
elp. 

Some contractors will accept 
building jobs on a cost-plus ar- 
rangement, fixing their profit at 
a certain percentage of the actual 
cost. Others prefer to fix prices, 
usually in conjunction with the 
Federal Housing Authorities, after 
work is completed or well started 
and costs are determined. This 
process sometimes is hampered by 
the necessity of fulfilling federal 
requirements to qualify for mate- 
rials priorities or for financing. 

Items Not Included in Data. 

While the standard house of the 
Wenzlick figures is calculated 
down to the last stick of lumber 
and length of pipe, it should be 
noted that certain items are not 
included. Among these are arch- 
itect’s fee and interest on the in- 
vestment during the construction 
period, which together are consid- 
ered to amount to 5.7 per cent of 
construction cost. For either 
owner, contractor or speculative 
builder the item of interest during 
construction has assumed an un- 
usual importance as the time re- 
quired for construction has length- 
ened. Other omitted items include 
screens, electric fixtures, hot- 
water heater and tank, sidewalk 
and sodding.

The job of bringing electricity 
to remote rural homes is being 
seriously hindered by certain large 
public utility firms that recently 
have been installing service to 
thickly populated areas, thus bar- 
ring rural co-operatives from prof- 
itable operation in Outlying dis- 
tricts, Claude R. Wickard, former 
Secretary of Agriculture and now 
head of the Rural Electrification 
Administration, said here today. 


Wickard, speaking before the 
Farmers’ Club, an affiliate of the 
Chamber of Commerce, did not 
mention the Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri, whose extension of serv- 
ice to rufal users in Franklin and 
Jefferson counties has caused 
Crawford Electric Co-operative, 
Inc., of Bourbon, Mo., to complain 
to REA at Washington, 


The public utility companies. 
taking the “cream” of "the wee 4 
ness and disregarding the thinly- 
Settled areas, are depriving com- 
munities of ovér-all service, a 
principal aim of REA, Wickard 
said. “This practice, if continued, 
ultimately will mean subsidies to 
the co-operatives to help them 
serve the outlying farmers, and 
this we are trying to avoid,” he 
asserted. 

Allen M. Pritchett of Pacific, 
manager of the co-operative, an 
REA unit, told the Post-Dispatch 
there was nothing REA could do 
about the situation. He said a 
complaint to the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commissjon had not 
been considered, but’ he doubted 
if such a move would be of any 
avail. The only remedy for this 
co-operative, which centers in 
Crawford county and reaches into 
six other counties, is to push con- 
striction of its own lines in 
Franklin and Jefferson counties 
as fast as it can, he declared. 

Union Electric, asserting that 
it had existing state certificates 
of convenience and necessity for 
all its territory and also County 
Court franchises in some places, 
announced two months ago that 
it would build 800 to 900 miles 
of new rural lines in Missouri. 
The situation boils down to one 
of competition between a strong 
private utility and a rural co- 
operative for development of a 
region, now that the war is over. 

Pritchett said, however, that 
Union Electric had either refused 
to extend its service in the past 
or had quoted prohibitive charges, 
Now, he complained, Union Elec- 
tric is offering rates so low that 
the co-operative cannot compete.

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Nationalization Bill Does 
Not Fix Payments to 
Private Owners of Brit- 
ish Collieries. 


LONDON, May 21 (AP)—Nine 
men controlling 150,000,000 pounds 
($600,000,000) in public funds will 
put Great Britain into the coal 
business under the Labor Gov- 
ernment’s bill to nationalize the 


coal mines, passed by the House 
of Commons last night, 324 to 143. 

The measure, one of the major 
items in the Government’s nation- 
alization program, now awaits 
formal assent by the House of 


Lords. 

Designated by the bill’ as the 
National Coal Board, the hine men 
will take over 850 collieries in the 
course of the next five years. 
Their chore will be to supervise 
the workings of the mines and 
pay the owners for them. 

The measure does not specify 
what compensation the Govern- 
ment is to pay the private owners. 
It merely says that the owners 
shall receive the “amount which 
they might have been expected to 
realize if the bill had not been 
passed arid they (the mines) had 
been sold on a specified date in 
the open market to a_ willing 
buyer.” 

A tribunal of thkree—two Su- 
preme Court justices and an ac- 
countant—is scheduled to work 
for two years in assessing valués 
of the mine properties before the 
actual payments are determined. 
Compensation will be made in 
Government securities in order 
to prevent a flood of cash from 
moving into channels of trade. 

The coal board also is charged 
with concentrating on research to 
increase methods of production

In addition to the board, the 
measure provides for a separate 
Domestic Consumers’ Council to 
advise the Minister of Fuel.

In final debate on the measure, 
Conservative Harold MacMillan 
complained that control of the 
huge British coal industry would 
be vested in a nine-man board 
not elected by and not containing 
any elected representative of the 
miners. 

“This is not nationalization in 
the old sense of the word,” he 
declared. “Nor is it socialism. It 
is state capitalism.” 

Fuel Minister Emanuel Shin- 
well replied that there had not 
been a single protest about the 
composition of the board from 
miners, and declared: 

“We may have to embark on 
even more drastic schemes of re- 
organization and rationalization— 
if not nationalization—so that we 
can retain our.place in the indus- 
trial race.”

BYRNES SAYS U. S. 
WILL APPEAL TO

Molotov. At the outset of his 
speech he had this to say about 
the Michigan Senator, the most ef- 
fective spokesman in the Repub- 
lican party on foreign affairs: 

“Senator Vandenberg by his 
wholehearted co-operation let the 
world know that regardless of how 
much he and his party may dis- 
agree with the Administration 
about domestic issues, in our rela- 
tions with foreign governments 
we have but one policy, the policy 
of the United States.” 

Thus it is increasingly clear that 
President Truman and Secretary 
Byrnes do not intend to make the 
same mistakes President Wilson 
made in 1919 by ignoring Repub- 
lican leaders in international nego- 
tiations. 

After the failure of the London 
eonference in February, Vanden- 
berg was doubtful! of the effective- 
ness of this country’s foreign pol- 
icy, and he made a notable speech 
in the Senate demanding a firmer 
American stand against Russia's 
aggressive self-interest. At Paris, 
he was convinced that this coun- 
try was not only taking a firmer 
stand but was initiating a peace 
offensive, which would attract the 
support of the smaller powers. 

Proposals Revealed. 

In his radio talk, Secretary 
Byrnes revealed several hitherto 
unknown diplomatic proposals 
made by this country. He said 
that President Truman had agreed 
on the way to Potsdam last July 
that there should be a treaty be- 
tween the principal Allied powers 
to keep Germany disarmed for a 
definite period of years; that Gen- 
eralissimo Stalin had said in De- 
cember that he would “whole- 
heartedly” support the idea; that 
a 25-year four-power treaty had 
been proposed at London as a 


‘means of preventing any real 


threat to Soviet security; that the 
idea had been favored in principle 
by Bevin and Bidault before the 
Paris meeting, but that in Paris, 
Molotov said that since such a 
four-power treaty could not be ef- 
fective until a treaty was signed 
with Germany, consideration of it 
would be delayed. 

“It is our sincere hope,” he told 
the radio audience, “that after the 
Soviet Union studies our proposal 
and comes to appreciate our desire 
to see Germany disarmed and kept 
disarmed, the Soviet Union will 
support it wholeheartedly.” 

Radio listeners were not Byrnes’s 
only audience, He was speaking 
also to Russia and the other Al- 
lied powers, particularly the small- 
er nations. 


Gives Views on Security. 


“The American delegation at 
Paris,” he said, “did not hesitate 
to start the offensive for peace. 

“Security is the concern of 
every nation. But the effort of 
one nation to increase its secur- 
ity may threaten the security of 
other nations and cause them in 
turn to try to increase their own 
security in the world. The quest 
for security may lead to less 
rather than more security in the 


d. 

“It is in truth extremely diffi- 
cult to know to what extent the 
action of any nation may be 
ascribed to ite quest for security 
or to its desire to expand. But 
some so-called security moves on 
the diplomatic checkerboard 
have not contributed to a gen- 
eral sense of security.” 

Speaking specifically about Rus- 
sia and its opposition to a gen- 

eral peace conference, the Secre* 

tary said the four foreign min- 
isters had taken sufficient time 
to narrow their differences and 
should not deny other war part- 
ners the right to participate in a 
peace conference. 

“The making of peace,” he point- 
ed out, “is not the exclusive prero- 
gative of any four governments. 

“The Soviet delegation insisted 
that invitations for the confer- 
ence could not be sent until we 
had reconvened and agreed on all 
fundamental questions, Unan- 

fmous agreement was necessary 
and we were forced, therefore, to 
recess without agreement for the 
actual calling of the peace confer- 
ence.

The speech revealed that the 
problem of Trieste, which Russia 
insists should go to Marshal Josip 
(Tito) Broz’s Yugoslavia, was the 
key to the settlement of many 
problems, and that the American 
delegation thought that the mak- 
ing of peace with Austria was es- 
sential to the restoration of any- 
thing like peace in Europe. 

“Tf peace could be made with 
Austria concurrently with: the 
treaties now under consideration,” 
Byrnes said, “there would be no 
necessity or excuse for a single 
goldier on foreign soil in Europe 
with the exception of Germany 
and a line of communication 


- through Poland. European states 


would have a chance to live and 
breathe. 

“It is American policy to 
press unremittingly for the con- 
clusion of peace settlements to 


} make possible the withdrawal of 


troops from countries where 
they do not belong and where 
they impose unjustified econom- 
ic and social difficulties upon 
the people, And even without 
waiting for the conclusion of 
peace treaties it is American 
policy to press for the reduc 
tion of occupation troops in all 
countries.” 

As to the adamant Russian ‘po- 
sition regarding Trieste, Byrnes 
reported that Molotov finally in- 
dicated there would be no serious 
question on the cession of the 
Dodecanese Islands to Greece if 
Trieste went to Yugoslavia. The 
Russians, he noted, were ignoring 
the explicit decision of the Lon- 
don meeting of the Foreign Min- 
isters to leave a minimum people 
under alien rule, and rejected the 
American suggestion for a plebis- 
cite for the area between the 
boundary limes proposed by the 
United St@&tes and the Soviet 
Union, The\Soviet delegation de- 
manded a plebiscite for the whole 
Venezia Giulia area. Since Trieste 
is largely arm Italian city sur- 
rounded by a ater number of 
Slavs, the Russians could not lose. 
A similar situation existed in 
Lwow, populated by Poles, and the 
surrounding regions inhabited by 
Slavs. 

Byrnes took up the various 
points of differences encountered 
at Paris. He reported that ne 
agreement could be reached of 
Russia’s demand for $100,000,00( 
in reparations from Italy; thai 
Russia had receded in its de 
mands for sole trusteeship ovei 
Tripolitania, that Russia refused 
to let the countries of Central and 
East Europe open their gates to 
the commerce of all nations, and 
that no headway was made on the 
American proposal that a prelimi- 
nary study be made by special 
deputies to report on several press- 
ing German problems, including 
boundary and economic problems. 

The only important credit march 
was the agreement to restore sov- 
ereignty to Italy except in the 
colonies and Venezia Giulia area. 

Implicit throughout Byrnes’s 
speech was his disgust with Rus- 
sia's bargaining attitude on virtu- 
ally every question raised. 

“Building the foundations of a 
people’s peace in a war-shattered 
world is a long, hard process,” he 
said. “A people’s peace cannot be 
won by flashing diplomatic tri- 
umphs, It requires patience and 
firmness, tolerance and under- 
standing. We must not try to im- 
pose our will on others, but we 
must make sure that others do not 
get the impression they can im- 
pose their will on us.” 


Message to Americans, 

To the American people, he had 

this to say: 

“The situation which we will 
face in the coming months will 
be a test not only of others but 
of ourselves. There are now and 
there will be in the future many 
occasions which might impel us 
to say as we did after the last 
war that, much as we would like 
to co-operate in the restoration 
of Europe, co-operation as a 
practical matter is impossible 
without the sacrifice of our 
principles -and that we must be 
content to cultivate and defend 
our own hemisphere. 

“But we must not forget that 
if we fail to co-operate in a 
peace which is indivisible we 
may again find that we will 
have to co-operate in a war 
which is worldwide. Whether we 


like it or not, we live in one 

world. 

“TI am unwilling to admit that 
we cannot co-operate without sac- 
rifice of our principles, If we 
are going to play our part we 
must take the offensive for peace 
as we took the offensive for 
war. 

“But the victories ‘of peace 
like those of war require sacri- 
fice, not of principle but for 
principle. They require faith in 
ourselves and in our ideals. 
They require initiative, resource- 
fulness and unrelenting effort. 
There is no iron curtain that 
the aggregate sentiments of 
mankind cannot penetrate.” 
Admittedly, the Russians had 

the stronger temporary position 
at Paris, according to one of our 
delegation. They wanted to bar- 
gain, offering territories and peo- 
ples, and making tenuous claims, 
such as the $100,000,000 in repara- 
tions from Italy, and the right of 
a sole trusteeship over Tripoll- 
tania, Byrnes, supported by Van- 
denberg, could not bargain with 
principles. The result was a stale- 
mate at Paris, A peace offensive, 
requiring the support of the 
American people and Congress has 
been started. 

“The objective,” the Secretary 
concluded, “is peace—not a peace 
founded upon vengeance or greed, 
but a just peace, the only peace 
that can endure.”

Yoshida Makes Prompt 
Replacements When 
Request for Exception 
Is Re jected, 


By MORRIE LANDSBERG 

TOKYO, May 21 (AP) — Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur laid down a 
firm “no exceptions” policy today 
on his orders for a Japanese po- 
litical purge. As a result two 
nominees for Premier Shigeru Yo- 
shida’s new cabinet were ousted. 

Yoshida, however, made quick 
ehanges in his portfolios to ac- 
eommodate the sudden develop- 
ment, It was expected that he 
would seek final approval of the 
Emperor tonight or tomorrow. 


The Japanese Government for- 
mally requested MacArthur to ex- 
empt Justice Minister Chuzo Iwata 
and Hiroshi Nasu, nominated for 
agriculture minister. His direc- 
tive bars individuals with milita- 
ristic or ultra-nationalistic records 
from public effice. Headquarters 
turned down the request. 

Iwata had been allowed to serve 
as justice minister in retiring 
Premier Shidehara’s cabinet, pre- 
sumably under special dispensa- 
tion. Japanese sources had ex- 
plained that he was indispensable 
as a foremost legal authority in 
drafting the country’s proposed 
new constitution. 

The Japanese fcreign liaison of- 
fice said it regarded both Nasu 
and Iwata as ineligible, but hoped 
to win MacArthur’s waiver be- 
cause Yoshida especially wanted 
Nasu. 

The chief cabinet secretary, Joji 
Hayashi, said Hirowo Wada, di- 
rector of the agrarian policy bu- 
reau in the agriculture ministry, 
would replace Nasu on Ydshida’s 
list and that Tokutaro Kimura, 
procurator general, would be 
named justice minister. 

A new complication arose, how- 
ever, when Yoshida’s own Liberal 
party opposed Wada’s nomination. 
The Liberals (actually conserva- 
tive) objected to the past policies 
of the 43-year-old Wada, who was 
arrested in 1941 as a radical. 

Yoshida told Hayashi to see if 


he could effect a compromise. 


The Japan Communist party, 


' meanwhile, issued a statement as- 


serting that more than 80 mem- 
bers of the newly-elected Diet 
would come under the purge direc- 
tive. The recessed extraordinary 
session of the Diet is scheduled to 
resume tomorrow. 

The new cabinet represents a 
eoalition Jfo’sn apaschrd shrdl 
coalition of Japan’s conservative 
parties—six Liberals and four Pro- 
gressives—plus five non-partisan 
members. 

The metropolitan press and po- 
litical factions which are not par- 
ticipating in the new cabinet wast- 
ed no time finding fault with Yo- 
shida’s selections. 

Asahi termed Yoshida's efforts 
to form a cabinet “hysterical.” 
Yomiuri described the character 
of the proposed government as 
“conservative, reactionary and 
bureaucratic.” Mainichi labeled it 
an “abnormal type of bureaucratic 
government.” 

Meanwhile, MacArthur’s order 
against mob violence had an im- 
mediate effect on the. Japanese 
people. Mass demonstrations

the Premier's residence today. 


POSTAL PAY RISE BILL SIGNED: 
MOST WORKERS TO GET $400 


WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP)— 
President Truman signed into law 
today a bill giving nearly all post- 
al workers a $400 yearly pay in- 
crease. Those who don’t get the 
$400 boost are fourth class post- 
masters, who receive a 20 per cent 
increase, and part-time workers, 
who receive a gain of 20 cents 
hourly. 

All the increases are retroactive 
to Jan. 1, 1946. About 400,000 
workers come under the measure. 
The total cost was estimated at 


about $160,000,000 yearly. 


Postal workers received a $400 
yearly increase July 1, 1945. Sup- 
porters of the newly-signed legis- 
lation said, however, that it was 
required to make up for added 
living costs and a reduction since 
last July in the number of hours 
worked by most employes. The 
eut in hours eliminated overtime 
pay received by many.

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18 Months Till Airliners Can-Use 
New Portion of Lambert Field 


Difficulty in Obtaining Material and Uncer- 
tainty of Labor Availability Hampers ‘ 
Work Schedule. 


It will be at least 18 months, 
and possibly two years, before the 
new portion of Lambert-St. Louis 
Field is ready for use by commer- 
cial airliners, Milton M. Kinsey, 
president of the Board of Public 
Service and chairman of the Mu- 


nicipal Airport Commission, teld 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday. 

By that time, Kinsey said, at 
least one and possibly two of the 
new runways will be paved and 
ready for use. These will give the 
airport a large triangular set of 
runways, each 9000 feet or more 
long. Subsequent construction of 
a set of runways paralleling those 
in the original triangle is planned 
to give the field additional capac- 
ity for air traffic. 

The new administration build- 
ing, to be located at the southeast 
corner of the enlarged field, should 
be ready for use by the time the 
runways are paved and ready for 
traffic, Kinsey said. This build- 
ing, which will be on Natural 
Bridge road, will be nearly three 
miles closer to downtown St. Louis 
than the present termina] facil- 


ities. 
Tentative Schedule 

“It is difficult to set up a rigid 
work schedule,” Kinsey said. “We 
are still experiencing difficulties 
with materials, and the awailabil- 
ity of labor also is uncertain. The 
best we can do is to set up a ten- 
tative schedule and hope we can 
keep it.” 

“Work is progressing well on 
the covering of Coldwater Creek. 
The next step will be the inclosure 
of its two major branches, which 
_ are toward the southeast portion 

of the present field. Contracts 
should be let and work started 
about the latter part of July. 

“Following this will be a start 
on the grading of the new section. 
Before grading can start, some of 
the preliminary drainage work 
must be done, and therefore grad- 
ing must be delayed until after 
work is underway on the inclo- 
sure of the two branches of Cold- 


. water Creek.” 


In the grading of the new por- 
tion of the field, Kinsey said, re- 
moval of 3,486,864 cubic yards of 
dirt will be required, under plans 
prepared by Horner & Shifrin, en- 
gineers. Of this amount, 3,110,156 
cubic yards will be needed to fill 
lower sections of the tract. The 
work will cost about $1,400,000. 
Drainage and grading work 
should be completed by the end 
of July next year. 

Paving by June 194%, 

“We hope to get started on pav- 
ing of the runways about June 1 
of next year,” Kinsey continued. 
“There is a lot of work involved 
in the paving, and we will prob- 
ably split it up into smaller pro- 
jects so that it will be easier to 
handle. It is usually possible to 
get a larger number of bids when 
the work is cut up into smaller 
portions, because manv contrac- 
tors are not able to take too big 
a contract. 

“We hope to have the first two 
of the runways in within six 
months to a year after the pav- 
ing,is started. One of them will 
paralle) Natural Bridge road along 
the south part of the field, and 
the other will run northwest to 
southeast. These will intersect 
the present southwest to north- 
east runway to form the big tri- 
angie.” 

Work could also be started on 
the new administration building 
with the completion of grading, 
Kinsey pointed out, and if this is 
done it should be ready about the 
same time the first runways are 
finished. 
are finished in the preliminary 
form, and have been sent to the 
Postoffice Department, Civil Aero- 
mautics Administration and each 
ef the five airlines using the field. 

Thus far, only the Postoffice has 
made suggestions for alterations

been mailed to the group. 

Use by Smaller Planes. 

“It must be remembered that 
the field could be used by smaller 
planes as soon as grading is com- 
pleted and before paving of the 
runways is started,” Kinsey said. 
“Ag far as commercial airliners 
are concerned, of course, the run- 
ways will have to be paved before 
they use the new section of the 
field. 

“With the exception of a few 
bottlenecks which may still exist 
along Natural Bridge road, the 
highway system should also be 
greatly improved by the time the 
new portion of the field is in use. 
The State Highway Department 
has assured me it will widen the 
road as soon as right-of-way be- 
comes.available in amounts large 
enough to justify assignment of 
machinery to the project. We hope 
to have a mile and a half along 
the airport and a little over one 
mile now used by the Public Serv- 
ice Co. as right-of-way paved by 
fall. 

The expansion will increase the 
size of the airport from its present 
530 acres to more than 1400 acres. 
One of the chief reasons for delay 
in the expansion thus far was the 
refusal of the War Production 
Board to allot materials for the 
covering of Coldwater Creek dur- 
ing the war. 


CHARGES AGAINST FORMER 
COUNTY COLLECTOR DROPPED 


LEXINGTON, Mo., May 21 (AP) 
—Embezzlement charges against 
Sam B. Smith, former Lafayette 
county collector, alleging | short- 
ages of $149,626, were dismissed in 
Circuit Court yesterday on motion 
of Phil M. Cook, county prosecu- 
tor. 


The six-count charge, which 
dates back to 1941, was based on 
a report of the state auditor’s 
office. Smith, who retired to his 
farm in October 1941, deniéd any 
wrong-doing and said the auditor’s 
report failed to take into account 
abatements ordered by the county 
court, 

Smith had been tried previously 
on two counts in the information 
and in both cases juries were dis- 
missed after they had been unable 
to agree on a verdict. Smith, who 
had served 10 years in office prior 
to the filing of charges in 1941, 
had steadfastly contended that the 
auditor’s report of shortages was 
based on technicalities. 


NOT EXIST IF WANT 


DIDN’T, SAYS BEVIN , 


LONDON, May 21 (AP)—Ernest 
Bevin, British Foreign Secretary, 
says Communism would vanish if 
enough people could acquire the 
necessities of life. 

Addressing representatives of 31 
nations last night on the eve of 
the International Conference of 
Agricultural Producers, Bevin as- 
serted: 

“Nazism cannot exist, Commun- 
ism cannot exist if you remove 
from the world want and starva- 
tion.” 

Asserting that “you cannot pro- 
duce harmony out of hunger, star- 
vation and privation,” Bevin said 
that* “no foreign secretary will 
ever work out peace in this world 
unless the whole economic factors 
are brought into proper relation 
with political factors which deter- 
mine world peace.” 

“We want no more Nazism. We 
want no more dictatorship,” Bevin 
told the delegates, 

The Soviet Union is not repre- 
sented at the conference.

Building the foundations of a 
people’s peace in a war-shattered 
world is a long, hard process. A 
people’s peace cannot be won by 
flashing diplomatic triumphs. It 
requires patience and firmness, 
tolerance and understanding. We 
must not try to impose our will 
on others, but we must make sure 
that others do not get the impres- 
gion they can impose their will 
on wus. : 

The progress made towards 
peace at the Paris meeting of 
the Council of Foreign Ministers 
was disappointingly small in 
light of the expectations we had 
when it was agreed at Moscow 
last December that the Council 
‘should resume the work which 
had been interrupted by our in- 
ability to agree at London last 
Septembe 


3 

But the progress towards 
peace at Paris was infinitely 
greater than I expected when I 
that the Council 

should meet in Paris prepara- 
tory to the prompt calling of a 
peace conference. The ministers 
did come to Paris seriously in- 
tending to pave the way for a 
peace conference. We differed 
considerably on a number of 
fundamental points; but we did 
come to know what those fun- 
damental points were and the 
varying weight the different 
ministers attached to those . 


. points, 

We found that there were three 
basic issues outstandjng on the 
Italian treaty: reparations, the 
colonies and the Italian-Yugoslav 
boundary, particularly as it con- 
cerns the Italian city of Trieste. 


Italian Peace Issues. 


In summarizing the significance 
of these basic issues, I shall de- 
liberately seek to avoid intensify- 
ing the conflict in viewpoints. 

Our position on reparations is 
simple. To enable the Italian na- 
tion to live we have already ad- 
vanced directly or indirectly $900,- 
000,000. We should prefer in the 
interest of peace to forget about 
reparations. But we are willing to 
agree to limited reparations, pro- 
vided these do not deprive Italy 
of resources necessary to enable 
her to subsist without external 
assistance. 

If Italy requires help from oth- 
ers she will look to us. And we 
made it clear we are not going 
to advance millions of dollars to 
enable Italy to produce goods to be 
paid as reparations to any of our 
allies. 


The Soviet Government has in- 
sisted on reparations for itself of 
100 million dollars. We have point- 
ed out certain sources from which 
reparations can be taken which 
would not seriously affect the 
Italian economy and which would 
yield substantially the amount 
which the Soviets claim. But the 
Soviet Government is unwilling to 
count what she will obtain from 
some of these sources as repara- 
tions. 

For example, she insists that 
gwome of the naval ships sur- 
rendered by Italy to the navies 
of the United States and Britain 
be shared with her. She declares 
the ships are war booty. But 
war booty belongs to the nation 
capturing it. The Soviet Union 
has never shared with allied na- 
tions any war booty captured by 
her. We are willing to give to 
her in lieu of reparations some 
of the naval ships surrendered 
to us. She demands the ships 
but refuses to consider them as 
a substitute for reparations. She 
insists upon being paid out of 
current production. We would 
have to finance the production, 
and therefore I refused to agree 
to the proposal, 

Differences Narrowed. 


Differences regarding the col-

It is open to question whether 
Italy is in an economic position 
to assume the responsibility of 
trusteeship and whether the re- 
turn of the colonies to Italy as 
trustee takes sufficiently into ac- 
count the wishes of the inhabit- 
- ants. For these reasons it was 
with considerable reluctance that 
I indicated my willingness to yield 
to the French suggestion of an

Trieste Key to Problem. 

It was my impression that 
agreement on reparations and 
the colonies as well as on a host 
of other questions would not be 
long delayed if only a solution of 
the Trieste problem could be 
found. The Soviet representative 
finally indicated that there would 
be no serious question on the ces- 
sion of the Dodecanese islands 
to Greece but he refused to ap- 
prove it until the other territorial 
dispositions could be agreed upon, 

The experts appointed to inves- 
tigate the Italian-Yugoslav fron- 
tier did not differ as to the facts. 
But the Soviet representative dif- 
fers from the other members of 
the council as to the conclusions 
to be drawn from the facts. It is 
his position that Venezia Gfulia 
must be treated as an inseparable 
whole, and that so treated the 
claim of Yugoslavia to the area is 
superior to that of-Italy. The 
other representatives believe that 
wise statesmanship as well as the 
explicit decision taken by “the 
council at London requires a boun- 
dary line which will in the main 
be an ethnic line leaving a mini- 
mum of people under alien rule. 

It was wrong to give Italy 
the whole of Venezia Giulia after 
World War I It would be 
equally wrong to give Yugo- 
slavia the whole of Venezia 
Giulia now. It would transfer 
from Italy to Yugoslavia approx- 
imately 500,000 Italians. 

The British and French ex- 
‘perts proposed ethnic lines more 
favorable to Yugoslavia than 
our own. In an effort to reach 
agreement we stated we were 

ling to accept the British or 
French line or any other ethnic 
line that could be justified upon 
the basis of the London decision. 

The American delegation sug- 
gested a plebiscite for the area 
between the line proposed by the 
United States and the line pro- 
posed by the Soviet Union—but 
the Soviet delegation would not 
consider a plebiscite except for 
the whole Venezia Giulia area. All 
of us are agreed that Yugoslavia 
and the countries of central Eu- 
rope which had for years used the 
port of Trieste shall have free 
access to Trieste at which there 
shall be a free port under interna- 
tional control. But we will con- 
tinue to appeal to the Soviet Gov- 
ernment and the Yugoslav Govern- 
ment not to press for a boundary 
line which will needlessly violate 
ethnic principles and will breed 
trouble in the future.

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BYRNES REVEALS BRITISH 
SEEK TRUSTEESHIP OVER 
CYRENAICA FOR ‘SECURITY’ 


WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP). 


ECRETARY OF STATE 
§ BYRNES, in his speech last 
* night, said that at the Paris 
Foreign Ministers’ Conference 
the British asked for a trustee- 
ship over the Italian colony of 
Cyrenaica “for security rea- 
sons.” 

Byrnes did not explain but 
presumably he meant that the 
British would like to have a 
base at Cyrenaica. This might 
in some means compensate for 
their prospective loss of a base 
in adjacent Egypt. 

The United States favors 
United Nations  trusteeship 
over -Italy’s colonies, with in- 
dependence for Libya and 
Eritrea in 10 years.

If we cannot have a peace con- 
ference until the four nations 
agree on every subject’ deemed 
fundamental by any one of them, 
that will give to o..e member of 
the Council the power to stop all 
efforts toward peace. It would be 
better for the Council to submit 
to the peace conference a single 
draft of each treaty and to set 
forth in this draft both the mat- 
ters on which agreement had 


agreement had not been reached. 
This would permit free discussion 
in the peace conference by all the 
nations that did the fighting, and 
world opinion will then point the 
way to a final settlement. | 


If a peace conference is not 
called this summer, the United 
States will feel obliged to re- 
quest the general assentbly of 
the United Nations under Article 
14 of the charter to make rec- 
ommendations with respect to 
the peace settlements. But I 
confidently expect a peace con- 
ference to be called this sum- 
mer, , 


The situation which we will face 
in the coming months will be a 
test not only of others but of our- 
selves. There are now and there 
will be in the future many occa- 
sions which might impel us to say 
as we did after the last war that, 
much as we would like to co- 
operate in the restoration of Eu- 
rope, co-operation as a practical 
matter is impossible without the 
sacrifice of our principles and 
that we must be content to culti- 
vate and defend our own hemi- 
sphere, 


But we must not forget that 
if we fail to co-operate in a 
peace which is indivisible. we 
may again find that we will have 
to co-operate in a war which is 
world-wide. Whether we like it 
or not, we live in one world.

These are, of course, the two 
great issues in China also. Like 
the Chinese Communists, these 
are the two points on which the 
Azerbaijanians so far have flatly 
refused to yield. 

This means, in effect, that they 
want absolute independence. 


Jumping-Off Places. 


In their haggling, both Qavam 
and Chiang are hampered by the 
weakness of their own regimes, 
which by contrast have permitted 
the rival groups to gain a consid- 
erable popular support.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I hasten to answer the letter of May 
17, which you erroneously labeled “An 
Inter-Racial Problem.” I prefer to think 
ef the conditions described therein as 
symptoms of a very serious and ma- 
lignant social disease. 

“Realist” begins by stating that in 
the interval between 1910 and 1946 the 
Negro population rose from 40,000 to 
120,000. He next decries the endeavors 
of Negro organizations to urge legal 
battle against the restrictive housing 
covenants, suggesting that these same 
funds be used for erecting multiple-unit 
dwellings in the already established Ne- 
gro neighborhoods.

He charges Negro leaders with falla- 
cious pursuit of social equality. Perhaps 
he is right. However, I am positive that 
their concepts and his differ on the sub- 
ject.

It repre- 
sents the right of an American citizen 
to work at any job he’s qualified for, 
the right to better schooling and greater 
opportunities, the right to feel welcome 
fn public places and, yes, the right to 
hold the head high and seek living quar- 
ters away from the garbage dumps.

A Diplomatic War 


"Mr. Byrnes last night, in his report on the 
meager results and disappointing disagreements 
at the Paris meeting of Foreign Ministers, made 
clear that a diplomatic war is on between the 
United States and Soviet Russia. 

Point by point, he told of Soviet opposition to 
American, British and French proposals, The 
United States, having advanced $900,000,000 to 
Italy for welfare and relief, is.unwilling to have 
that stricken nation pay out reparations to Rus- 
sia from current production, as Russia demands. 
Russia has been offered Itklian ships captured 
by us, and wants those ships, but is unwilling to 


charge them off her reparations bill. What. 


kind of haggling is that? 

The questions of Libya, Eritrea and other Ital- 
ian colonies, and of returning the Dodecanese 
to Greece, were left unsettled because Russia is 
supporting Yugoslav claims to the great port of 
Trieste on the Adriatic and surrounding territory, 
To these claims Britain and France cannot agree. 
Similarly, an economic agreement over the Bal- 
kans was stalled because the U.S.S.R. refused to 
consider economic freedom for the Danubian 
basin. 

When Mr. Byrnes suggested that a general 
European peace conference be called for July, 
the U.S.S.R. refused to permit invitations to be 
sent out on the ground that it was useless to 
hold a general meeting until the big powers 
could reach agreement among themselves. This 
point would have more validity if the Russians 
were showing an earnest effort to agree. 

While Mr. Byrnes said he would renew the 
demand for such a conference, he threatened 
that, unless it is called this summer, the United 
States would place the matter before the United 
Nations Assembly for di sion, 

On the question of the 25-year treaty for the 
continued disarmament of Germany which Molo- 
tov refused to place on the official agenda for 
discussion, Mr. Byrnes told of the long series 
of preliminary steps he had taken to obtain Rus- 
sian acceptance. He said that last Dec. 24 he 
had obtained Stalin’s promise of support, but 
at Paris this promise was waved aside by Molo- 
tov on the ground that Stalin hadn’t seen a 
draft of it. That’s a weak excuse, since the draft 
merely embodied the plan Byrnes outlined to 
Stalin. There is no fine print at the bottom of 
this proposed contract. 

And so the clashes continued. Mr. Byrnes’s 
attempt to begin a plan for final settlement of 
the German occupation question was blocked by 
Molotov. After all this is the central problem 
of Europe. Why, the Soviet refusal to touch it? 

Whereas it was agreed at Moscow that Aus- 
tria should be treated as a liberated instead of 
as a conquered country, the U.S.S.R. refused to 
discuss a peace treaty with Austria. Meantime, 
that country is burdened with foreign troops. If 
peace could be made with Austria and occupa- 
tion ended, Mr. Byrnes pointed out, there would 
be no excuse for occupation armies in other 
countries of Europe except Germany and a line 
of communications through Poland. 

In discussing the explanation that many moves 
made by Russia are in the interest of security, 


the Secretary made it clear that many of these 


moves could not be justified. in security terms. 
He said that when a nation moves too far Mm 


. the interest of security, it may have less instead 


of more security. 

Mr. Byrnes made no attempt to explain: the 
point-by-pdint Russian resistance to American 
proposals, nor have the Russians themselves un- 
dertaken to explain their underlying motives and 
objectives. But it is obvious that, behind Molo- 
tov’s attitude toward Paris, great forces are 
moving. For example, the rivalry over Trieste 
is not simply a matter of keeping the Italian 
population: under Italian rule; it is a matter of 
control of the Adriatic. Beyond that is the whole 
question of control of the Mediterranean and 
the Middle East. None of the Big Three is be- 
ing candid about these things. 

The Secretary did not attempt to mask the 
gravity of the situation and said flatly that if 
the nations cannot co-operate in a peace that is 
indivisible, they may have to co-operate in a 
worldwide war. . 

It is plain that the two greatest powers in the 
world have struck a diplomatic impasse of the 
most serious sort. It is plain that the bold game 
the Russians have been playing on a score of 
fronts now has been met with a new firmness 
and determination on the part of the United 
States. This nation intends to wage an “offen- 
sive for peace.” 

The time is fast approaching when the Soviet 
Union must quit its intransigence toward the 
reasonable proposals of the United States and 
the other Western powers and must co-operate 
as a friendly member of the family of nations, 
or the world will once more be divided into two 


hostile camps. 
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Just now, it isn’t the strikes so much as the 
suspense that’s giving the country a galloping 
neurosis. : 
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Doubt About an Ancient Maxim 

“Self-preservation is the first law of nature,” 
philosophers have been saying from the dawn 
of history down to the modern behaviorists. But 
is this really true? An iconoclast could build 
up a sizable structure of argument to the con- 
trary from a current piece of evidence, sum- 
marized in a Washington dispatch yesterday. 

The dispatch announced that a grassroots 
campaign of “education for survival,” to inform 
the public on the menace of the atomic bomb 
and arouse support for the control plan devel- 
oped by the State Department’s Board of Con- 
sultants, is being organized by the National 
Committee on Atomic Information. All the 
paraphernalia of modern publicity technique is 
being enlisted: speakers, literature, co-opera- 
tion of 70 national organizations, formation of 
committees, activities on 275 university cam- 
puses, and so on. 

All this to remind a largely apathetic society 
that the first law of its functioning is supposed 
to be self-preservation! The awesome photo- 
graphs and descriptions of the ruin wrought at 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki haven’t done the job. 
Neither have the eloquent warnings of the 
scientists who worked on the project, nor the 
weeks of hearings before a congressional com- 
mittee, nor the brilliant report of the consult- 
ants, nor the failure of the nations to begin 
creation of controls in the scanty time remain- 
ing before the threat of atomic warfare becomes 
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a reality. These have failed, and the bomb 
keeps ticking away. The scientists’ committee 
is compelled to drum its message into a come 
placent public by the methods used whenever 
a cause of debatable merit, or no merit, wants 
to raise a fund for itself. 

Is self-preservation the first law of nature? 
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Unity in the Armed Forces 

Two whole years of congressional discussion 
of an armed forces merger have aroused new 
bickering between the Army and Navy. But 
one of the worst examples of stiff-necked con- 
tentiousness has just come from Senator Walsh 
and Representative Vinson, the chairmen of the 
naval committees. " 

They have attacked the new merger bill, which 
would establish a single department of defense, 
under a single civilian secretary, with a single 
Chief of Staff at the topeof the military chain of 
command. They are opposed on each point. 
Furthermore, they ask Secretary of the Navy 
Forrestal not to compromise with Secretary of 
War Patterson on this bill. 

The two members are telling Mr. Forrestal, 
in effect, not to seek a reasonable solution. They 
also are advising him to disobey the wishes of 
his Commander in Chief, President Truman. 
More than that, they are asking the Secretary to 
forget the vital lesson of modern war. 

The lesson is that victory demands unity, and 
unity in these several fields: 

(1) Unity of planning. Under present circum- 
stances, defense strategy is left to the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, who must use the burdened of- 
fice of the presidency for mediation. For €ven 
at this high level, Generals and Admirals can 
disagree. ‘They are trained to look at war as 
land war and sea war whereas, Gen. Eisenhower 
has said, there now is only one war, total and 
terrible. Planning for defense against it re- 
quires singleness of purpose, and unity in staff 
work, which the merger bill would encourage. 

(2) Unity of command. From Washington to 
the beachhead combat team, there must be no 
division of authority, because a momentary 
faltering in command spends lives. There is no 


‘ time for channeling separate orders to ground 


and ocean commanders. Pearl Harbor taught 
that lesson. The merger bill recognizes it. 

(3) Unity of supply. Mr. Truman has related 
how a Navy pilot, grounded near a Kansas air- 
craft plant, had to send to California for a spare 
part, because the Kansas factory was under 
Army contract. Duplication of materiel orders 
by the two services is wasteful, and competi- 
tion for materiel tends to raise costs. The 
merger bill would permit savings in terms of 
weapons, food and money, and also time and 
manpower, which are more valuable. 

Finally, there is one other unity which binds 
the others together, and that is morale. Does 
the present rivalry between the services produce 
good morale, or jealousy? The bitter lobbying 
of one branch against the other, concerning the 
merger bill, answers that. 

Fortunately, this measure is not doomed just 
because Messrs. Walsh and Vinson say it is. 
They have raised only false issues against a 
necessity of defense. The unification plan is not 
simply a matter of Army-Navy contention, with 
Congressmen invited to pick sides. It would not 
wipe out the Army, Navy or Marine Corps. Nor 
is it meant to “disorganize: the defense struc- 
ture which was so successful” in war. 

The bill is written recognition that defense in 
an Atomic Age requires more speed and striking 
power than ever before, and disunity and divided 
responsibility are the enemies of safety. 
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A Sensible Parking-Lot Plan 


The plan originally announced for conducting 
the city’s new riverfront parking lot—manage- 
ment by a private operator, who would get half 
the net proceeds—was an obviously objection- 
able one. If the project even begins to come 
up to its expected patronage, this might have 
meant a gold mine for the operator, at little 
or no risk to himself, from the use of a public 
facility. . 

There was little wonder that the city received 
offers from other persons to take on the enter- 
prise at a lower percentage, and also that public 
criticism of the proposition was heard. So the 
Board of Public Service has called a halt on 
the original plan, the Board of Estimate has 
swiftly concurred, and the way is open for the 
city to run its own parking lot. It seems only 
horse sense for the city to do so, 

In view of the parking-space shortage in the 
downtown area, there should be plenty of cus- 
tomefs for the new lot. The location will mean 
a walk of several blocks for the average busi- 


ness person or shopper, and the fee should be 


regulated accordingly.

Failure in Food 

Too much has been said about food for the 
world’s hungry and too much written by way of 
excuses for our failure to fulfill our truly 
“solemn obligation” to succor them, Today, 
therefore, we Americans stand sick at heart and 
ashamed. And the multitudes starve. 

In part, as the New York Times points out In 
an editorial reprinted on this page, the failure 
could be overcome by mobilized community ac- 
tion. Its good suggestion to New York is equal- 
ly good to St. Louis. By all means, let’s have 
wheatless and fatless days.. By all means, let 
city government and citizens alike urge restau- 
rants to serve less bread and pastry. Voluntary 
rationing, to be sure, will not by itself put an- 
other pound of food aboard ship. But it will 


-strengthen the resolve of our Government to 


buy food at the source for that humane purpose. 

In part, as Marquis Childs says today, the 
failure is international. Of course, no one would 
depreciate Britain’s giving up her precious wheat 
reserve or Russia's shipments to hungry neigh- 
bors in spite of a possible Ukraine crop failure. 


Mr. Childs notes, nevertheless, that it is not at 


all certain that Britain will join us in continued 
relief efforts under international control, and 
that Russia has not even acknowledged an in- 
vitation to canvass the situation. The failure, 
therefore, is not ours alone—but that circum- 
stance feeds no starving, and it does not relieve 
us from doing everything we can as a nation. 

Today we are shamed in failing our “solemn 
obligation”—all of us. But the burden is es- 
pecially on the President and Secretary of Agri- 
culture, who have failed to take the firm and 
prompt action the occasion requires on either 
the home or the diplomatic front.

This nation is not doing what it could do 
and should do to fight the worst famine in 
modern history. Acting Secretary of State 
Acheson revealed that during the first week 
of May we were 150,000 tons behind in 
our wheat exports — enough, he said, to 
provide a week’s bread rations for 71,500,- 
000 persons. What will those persons have 
during the coming weeks? Let us ask our- 
selves that question. 


We set up a grandiose export schedule 
of a million tons of wheat a month during 
the first half of 1946. We did not meet it. 
It was whittled down by half. We are still 
not meeting it. We have a schedule for fats. 
During the last week of April we shipped 
2440 tons out of a promised 12,000, 


There was every sign of general approval 
when President Truman said in his radio 
broadcast: 


Our Promise to the Hungry 


“America is faced’ witht a solemn obliga- 
tion. Long ago we promised to do our full 
part. Now we cannot ignore the cry of 
hungry children, Surely we will not turn 
our backs on the millions of human beings 
begging for just a crust of bread. The 
warm heart of America will respond to the 
greatest threat of mass starvation in the 
history of mankind.” 

The Government did take measures. It 
cut flour production for domestic use. by 
25 per cent, it cut the domestic use of 
wheat for human food by the same amount, 
it limited millers’ and food manufacturers’ 
inventories, it offered a bonus for wheat 
and corn still in farmers’ hands, it went 
into the market for oats and oatmeal for 
relief shipments, it advocated two “starva- 
tion days” a week, it urged the public, 
through the President’s Emergency Famine 
Committee, to cut wheat consumption by 
40 per cent.. 


But nothing yet done has been. enough. — 


We are manifestly not living up to our 
“solemn obligation.” We are, in fact, turn- 
ing our backs on “the millions of human 
beings begging for just a crust of bread.” 


This is not because “the heart of Ameri- 
ca” is not warm—President Truman was 
right about that, It is largely because the 
individual American, with the exception of 
those in the business of producing or proc- 
essing food, has not known what to do. 


Eating Habits Must Change 


There has been a failure of clear think- 
ing and of leadership. There has been a 
failure of accurate information. What 
could the public conclude last month when 
the’ President said on the twelfth that the 
world food situation was improving mate- 
rially and on the eighteenth that it was 
“worse than it had been painted”? 


The steps already taken will produce 
some results. The Emergency Food Collec- 
tion, under the chairmanship of Secretary 
Wallace, will give individuals a chance to 
contribute food or the equivalent in money, 


Yet it is quite clear that nothing less 
than a change in our national eating habits 
will save the food that will save lives. The 
individual may ask how much good he can 
do by giving or going without. It is not 
much. But a whole community, a whole 
nation, giving and going without, may turn 
the tide of life and death for thousands 
and millions.

We believe that further Federal action 
may be needed. But we also believe that 
a single community—and especially the 
largest single community in the United 
States—can start a voluntary movement 
that will spread. 


We therefore suggest that Mayor O’Dwyer 
at once appoint a committee of qualified 
men and women to deal with the situation 
in the City of New York. We suggest that 
this committee draw up a food program 
for New York, 


Appeal to Public Conscience 


We believe such a program might involve 
one or two wheatless days and one or two 
fatless days in public eating places; that it 
might call for substitution of non-critical 
cereals or starches, whenever possible, 
every day; that it might make the conser- 
vation of wheat_and fats a matter of honor 
in every home; that it might call attention 
to, and check, the terrible waste to which 
the city’s garbage cans daily testify; that 
it might suggest some regulatory meas- 


ures, but that, above all, it might make an’ 


effective and continuous appeal to the pub- 
lic conscience, 

If New York City did this much, we be- 
lieve other cities and towns would follow 
sult. If the results were still not sufficient, 
we believe that this evidence of a popular 
desire that America should “respond to 
the greatest threat of mass starvation in 
the history of mankind” would strengthen 
the hands of Congress and President. We 
believe they would then have the courage 
to take whatever further steps, no matter 
how drastic, were necessary. 


Some world issues can be discussed at 
leisure. This one cannot. Hunger does not 
wait, This crisis is our opportunity to 
prove that we are not talking platitudes 
when we say we believe in world peace and 
world neighborliness, 

These are our neighbors. They are hun- 
gry. A wave of good will and hope will 
sweep the world if now we share with them. 
It is time for leadership in this city and in 
the nation to turn from lesser things and 
show us how to do it. 


MR. HILLMAN’S HEALTH FUND

It should not escape the attention of the

Nazi Plot for a New War 
Documented by Historian 


“Casablanca to Katyn,” by Waverley Root. (Charles 

Seribner’s Sons, New York.) 

This volume is the third in Mr. Root’s 
series called “The Secret History of . the 
War.” . The collective title is not quite ex- 
act, for the work is not so much devoted to 
disclosure of secrets as to keen analysis of 
war developments, backed by excellent doc- 
umentation. The historian has a special 
talent for assembling scattered data and 
presenting a connected pattern of facts 
whose significance was not always appar- 
¢nt when they occurred, 

The present book is valuable both for 
this historical synthesis and as a warning. 
Mr. Root’s thesis is that the Nazis realized 
after their defeat at Stalingrad that the 
military war was lost, and that from then 
on their policy was to make victory as cost- 
ly to the Allies as possible, while laying the 
groundwork for a new attempt at world 
domination in the future. In February, 
1943, he says, the Germans “had begun to 
fight World War III.”

The strategy they adopted had several 
phases. For one thing, the policy of exter- 
minating or weakening enemy peoples was 
intensified, Thousands or millions of per- 
sons were put to death in the murder 
camps; rations were drastically cut in the 
occupied countries; wholesale looting was 
methodically pursued. 

The economic aspect was important in 
the Germans’ calculations, Mr. Root shows 
how they sought to retain undercover con- 
trol of finance and industry in occupied 
Europe by means of dummy corporations, 
and to maintain their cartel system, whose 
tentacles extended even inte the Allied 
countries. He notes the findings of the 
Kilgore committee of the United States 
Senate in this field, and points out that 
the Germans kept up their contacts with 
financiers of the Allied countries during 
the war through the Bank for International 
Settlements at-Basel. He warns that such 
bankers and business men are not likely to 
favor severe treatment of their German 
colleagues in the postwar period. 

* * . 


By tracing the course of German recow 
ery and rearmament after World War I, 
Mr. Root proves that his viewpoint is not 
alarmist. Through past history, he shows 
that defeat is.considered by the German 
militarists and industrialists to be only a 
temporary setback for their schemes. “Un- 
less the non-German countries,” the author 
says, “could adopt as positive an attitude 
in defending peace as Germany adopted in 
using the means of war to promote her ob- 
jectives, it seemed that in the end she must 
inevitably win.” 

Mr. Root also makes exhaustive analyses 
of the DeGaulle-Giraud feud, the Casablan- 
ca Conference, Russian policies and the 
Katyn massacre. Much remains to be told 
of all these, and also of German postwar 
ambitions, but enough has been disclosed 
as to the latter subject by this author and 
others to show the need for Allied vigilance 


in postwar control of the Reich.

The failure at Paris can be 
likened to a time bomb. The ex- 
plosion will occur five, 10, 15 
years from now—unless, of course, 
in the meantime the politicians 
of the world agree on means to 
detonate that bomb. Failure at 
the Washington conference will 
mean an explosion next year—in 
starvation, breakdown, chaos. 

That is why the decisions to be 
taken at the conference called by 
the international Food and Agri- 
eurture Organization take on such 
tremendous meaning. Here is the 
background on the chief issue to 
be determined at the Washington 
meeting by delegates of the major 


powers. 
A Five-Year “Must.” 


Almost everyone agrees on the 
meed for an international food 
commission with sweeping pow- 
ers, to take over when UNRRA 
goes out of the picture at the end 
of this year. Such an organiza- 
tion is essential to carry the world 
through the next five years. At 
the end of five years, it is hoped 
the food level will be back to 
about what it was in 1939. 


Herbert Hoover has returned 
from his trip to the famine areas 
of the earth convinced that such 
an organization is essential. He 
believes it should begin to take 
over not later than next Septem- 
ber. Hoover’s influence will be 
important in bringing such an 
organization into being. 

The need for a commission with 
real powers has long been appar- 
ent to Sir John Boyd Orr, head 
of the Food and Agriculture Or- 
ganization, and to Fiorello La- 
Guardia, the embattled director of 
UNRRA. The difference is likely 
to come over the extent of the au- 
thority which the new organiza- 
tion must have. 

With his associates, Hoover has 
talked in terms of permitting com- 
mercial interests to continue to 
handle, say, 70 per cent of the 
world’s food trade, with 30 per 
cent being allocated to the inter- 
national commission. This is 
wholly tentative. Hoover  be- 
lieves another food survey should 
be made in September, after the 
new harvest is in. When that 
survey is completed, it will be pos- 
sible to tell how much power over 
export foods the new commission 
should have. 


N Paris a conference widely heralded has failed. In Washington 
a conference is beginning that in its success—or failure—may have 
consequences more far-reaching than the foreign ministers’ stale- 
As the Paris conference was about boundaries, about lines on 
a map, the Washington conference is about food, about the raw 


Orr make no secret of his belief 
that international control should 
cover all food that goes into ex- 
port trade.

Prices of basic 
foods will skyrocket everywhere if 
speculators have a chance to com- 
pete in the market. 

There are numerous signs that 
this speculation has already be- 
gun. It is not only here in this 
country. Shrewd traders every- 
where are counting on a killing. 
For at least five years, it’s bound 
to be a seller’s market.

Reports circulated recently that 
British buyers had control of the 
Brazilian rice crop and were hold- 
ing it for a shift in price. One of

WOMEN VOTERS HEAR 


ATOMIC CONTROL TALK 


Prof. J. A. Simpson Favors 
Acheson Report Plan — 
League Officers Elected. 


Pessimism over the chances of 
successful controls being placed 
on atomic energy and atomic re- 
search was expressed today by 
Prof. J. A. Simpson. He spoke 
at the twenty-seventh annual meet- 
ing of the League of Women Vot- 
ers of St. Louis at the Church of 
St. Michael and St. George, 6345 
Wydown boulevard. 

The report on atomic controls 
advanced by the board of con- 
sultants for the United States 
State Department, sometimes 
known as the Acheson report, he 
said, offers the best prospects of 
success of any of the plans so 
far put forth. 

Prof. Simpson, who spent four 
years in the Manhattan Project 
and is a member of the Nuclear 
Studies Institute and chairman of 
the Atomic Scientists of Chicago, 
said the Acheson report met two 
of the most important problems 
created by the successful atomic 
research. 

“First the report makes it im- 
possible for any nation to manu- 
facture atomic bombs without giv- 
ing itself away,” he said, “and 
secondly, it makes it possible for 
each nation to exploit the peace- 
time applications of atomic en- 

” 


ergy. 
Denaturing Temporary. 

Prof. Simpson said the denatur- 
ing of fissionable materials was 
only temporary, that it would not 
last. A simple police inspection 
system for control of atomic en- 
ergy would be useless, he inti- 
mated, but the recommendation 
that highly qualified. scientists 
and engineers be assigned the 
task of exchanging ideas on atom- 
ic power through an international 
agency, was worthy of careful 
consideration.

WOMAN DOOMED 
3 TIMES BY NAZIS 
| ARRIVES IN CITY 


Scheduled for Cremation, She 
Was Released by Influence 
of Swiss Friends. 


Mrs. Greta Dublon, one of the 
first German refugees to come to 
St. Louis after the defeat of Ger- 
many, arrived here Sunday to 
make her home with her brother- 
in-law and sister, Mr. and Mrs. 
Max Weyl, 6040A Washington 
boulevard, who themselves fled 
from the Nazis ‘in 1938. 

A native of Hamburg, Mrs. 
Dublon and her 18-year-old daugh- 
ter, Hilda, were imprisoned in a 
concentration camp at Theresien- 
stadt, Czechoslovakia, in July 


1942, because they were Jews. 
Hilda died when she contracted a 
contagious disease while nursing 
orphan children in the camp. 

Before friends in Switzerland 
obtained her release and spirited 
her across the Swiss: border in 
February 1945, Mrs. Dublon was 
scheduled to be cremated on three 
different occasions. Execution was 
canceled each time because her 
work as a nurse was important to 
the Nazis. She lived with her 
Swiss friends until she was al- 
lowed to fly to the United States 
last week. 

She said her husband from 
whom she is divorced, was im- 
prisoned at Dachau. 

Weyl,- who was a_ decorative 
glass worker in Dusseldorf, was 
imprisoned at Dachau for two 
weeks, and after his release came 
to St. Louis. His wife followed 
him a year later.

He and his son, Pierre, 
were leaders in the fur trade, 
which was still flourishing when 
Charles Pierre Chouteau was a 
young man.

clean-cut victory over the Mexican 


League on a Supreme Court opin- 


ion that efforts of the Pasquel brothers and their agents to induce 
American ball players to break contracts were ‘wrongful and illegal.” 


Justice Juljus Miller, granting a 
temporary restraining injunetion 
against the Mexicans yesterday, 
set May 28 as the date for the 
trial to make the injunction per- 
manent, 

Mexican attempts to bring legal- 
ity of the baseball cqntract’s re- 
serve clause into the discussion 
along with charges that organized 
baseball is a monopoly, were dis- 
counted by Justice Miller. 

The mere fact that the Mexican 
League has leveled the monopoly 
charge, the justice said, was “no 
justification” for denying the 
Yankees an injunction.

“Malicious attempts to induce 
employes to leave their employer 
are illegal even if there is no con- 
tract for a definite term between 
them and their employer and their 
employment is terminable at will,”

Rivals: Want 
To Put Clubs 
In A. A. Parks 


CHICAGO, May 21 (AP) — The 
new all-America football confer- 
ence and the veteran National 


Football League are at it again— 
this time feuding for the right to 
convert the baseball pastures of 
the American Association into the 
stamping grounds of a minor grid- 


league. 

Although the baseball league 
conferred here yesterday with the 
all-America regarding a tie-up in 
1947, Association President H. Roy 
Hamey emerged from the meeting 
announcing “we still are wide open 
to offers.” 

Commissioner James H. Crow- 
ley of the all-America had a dif- 
ferent concept of the get-together, 
reporting it was a “very successful 
meeting and it was decided that 
we will meet again later to re 
sume negotiations for 1947.” 

But what Crowley didn’t know 
was that Owner-Coach George 
Halas of the Chicago Bears, @ 
guiding force in the rival National 
League, had chatted with Hamey 
before the meeting. 

Halas said in an interview that 
he would propose that the National 
League seek an affiliation with 
the American Association, also in 
1947, but “on a different geog- 
raphical basis to capitalize on nat- 
ural territorial rivalmies.” He de- 
elined to elaborate on his pro- 
posed set-up for footballing in the 
association's eight cities — Minne- 
apolis, St. Paul, Kansas City, Mil- 
waukee, Columbus, Toledo, In- 
dianapolis and Louigville. 

Further indication that the na- 
tional loop will try to outbid the 
all-America for association grid 
exploitation was seen in the move 
yesterday by the National's New 
York Giants to negotiate with the 
WNew York Baseball] Giants for use 
of their Minneapolis plant in the 
Association for a football farm 
club. 

The all-America originally 
planned to book Association parks 
for minor grid league play this 
fall, but Crowley said lack of time 
prevented setting up business ar- 
rangements even though his 
league could allocate a team and 
coach to the eight association 
parks. 

Hamey said the majority of his 
league’s operators were only in- 
terested in renting their parks for 
football games at a 15 per cent

Relaxation of England’s 
Amateur Rules Expected to _ 
Get Russia Into Olympics 


cessful Olympiad in 1948. 

The break came in tennis al- 
though it had been foreshadowed 
by relaxation of some of the ex- 
clusive cricket rules. Now sports 


authorities believe the way has 
been paved for the liberalization 
necessary if Soviet Russia is to be 
eligible to compete in the London 
renewal of the Olympic games. 
Without Russia, and perhaps 
even with it, the games look like 
such an overwhelming pushover 
for the United States as to harm 
rather than help international 


ports. 
At the opening of the cricket 
season a few weeks ago, specta- 
tors, accustomed to the centuries 
old caste system, were astonished 
to find amateurs and professionals 
both permitted to enter the field 
by the same gate and listed iden- 
tically on the program. 
Previously only amateurs’ last 
initials were listed and merely the 
last names of professionals. 
The younger generation of mem- 
bers of the powerful all-England 
lawn tennis club at Wimbledon 
has filed a notice of motion to 
admit professionals to member- 
ship. The motion will be dis 
cussed at a general meeting, May 
29. The mere filing of the resolu- 
tion is being called the “most 
revolutionary step ever proposed” 
in the amateur-professional con- 
troversy. 

But the larger significance of 
the move isn’t being lost here. For 
only by narrowing the gap be- 
tween amateur and professional 
or eliminating it entirely can the 
present Olympic rules be recon- 
ciled with Russia's sports setup. 
As matters now stand, Russia, 
because of the practice of award- 
ing cash prizes to athletes in some 
instances, can not qualify for 
Olympic competition which re- 
quires rigid amateur standing. 
Germany, Austria, Japan, Hung- 
ary, Rumania, Bulgaria and per- 
haps Italy already are banned 
from the Olympics because they 
were Axis belligerents.

offensive for peace as we took the 
offensive for war. 

But the victories of peace like 
those of war require sacrifice not 
of principle but for principle, They 
require faith in ourselves and in 
our ideals. They require initia- 
tive, resourcefulness, and unrelent- 
ing ‘effort. There is no iron cur- 
tain that the aggregate sentiments 
of mankind cannot penetrate. 

The American delegation at 
Paris did not hesitate to start the 
offensive for peace. 

Security is the concern of 
every nation. But the effort of 
one nation to increase its securi- 
ty may threaten the security of 
other nations and cause them in 
turn to try to increase their own 
security. The quest for security 
may lead to less rather than 
more security in the world. 

It is in truth extremely diffi- 
cult to know to what extent the 
action of any nation may be 
ascribed to its quest for security 
or to its desire to expand. But 
some so-called security moves on 
the diplomatic checkerboard 
have not contributed to a gen- 
eral sense of security. 

Many of these moves are said 
to originate in the fear of the re- 
vival of Germany military might. | 

On our way to Potsdam last 
summer President Truman and $I 
discussed this situation and agreed 
that it should be American policy 
to disarm Germany and keep her 
disarmed and to do what we can 
to prevent a struggle between the 
powers for the control of Germany 
which might give Germany the 
chance to divide and conquer. 

Those principles were stated in 
the Potsdam agreement. But Pres- 
ident Truman and I thought at 
that time that the policy of dis- 
arming Germany and keeping Ger- 
many disarmed for a definite pe- 
riod of years should become a part 
of a solemn treaty between the 
principal allied powers. Our policy 
should be to prevent war and not 
Sito wait until aggression ‘gets out 
of hand, 

It was not a new thought. It 
»|had been foreshadowed 
Moscow Declaration of 1943. Oth- 
ers had discussed it, but no one 
more forcefully than Senator Van- 
denberg in a speech in the Senate 
in Janu 1945. ° 

At tho Lanes meeting of the 
Council of Foreign Ministers 
when the Soviet foreign secre- 
tary seemed greatly concerned 
about the Soviet security re- 
quirements in the Balkans, I 
suggested a 25-year four-power 
treaty, to keep Germany dis- 
armed as a means of preventing 
any real threat to Soviet secur- 
ity. I explained that we con-

I again proposed such a treaty 
in a talk with Generalissimo 
Stalin on Dec. 24 while I was in 
Moscow. The Generalissimo said 
that if the United States made 
such a proposal he would whole- 


heartedly support it. 
Later I also spoke to Mr. Bevin 


~ who advised me that he personally 


was most sympathetic to the sug- 
gestion. . 

In February I sent a working 
draft of the proposed treaty for 
German disarmament to the So- 
viet, British and the French gov- 
ernments and the proposed treaty 
for Japanese disarmament to the 
Soviet, British and Chinese govern- 
ments. I invited their suggestions 
as to the draft. 

I was informed by Mr. Bevin 
and M. Bidault that they favored 
the proposal in priciple but would 
have a few suggestions to make. 
I did not hear from Mr. Molotov. 
Just before the Paris meeting I 
advised the ministers I would like 
to discuss the proposal at Paris. 
The Soviet Minister agreed to dis- 
cuss it informally but stated 
without specification that there 
were serious objections to the 
draft. . | 

At Paris the Soviet representa- 
tive stated he first wanted to 
know if Germany was being dis- 
armed as contemplated by the 
Potsdam agreement and he feared 
the treaty might delay immediate 
disarmament. I pointed out that 


.|our proposal could not fairly be so 


construed; that it did not lessen 
the obligation to disarm Germany 
now but provided machinery to 
keep Germany disarmed. 

To remove any question as to 
our purpose I asked Gen. (Lucius 
D.) Clay to request the Allied Con- 
trol Council to appoint representa- 
tives with power to go into every 
zone and make a report as to the 
disarmament of Germany. 

Later the Soviet representative 
stated that when Generalissimo 
Stalin agreed with me to support 
the treaty I did not have a draft 
of it. He said that as it could 
not become effective until after 
a German treaty was signed, con- 
sideration of it could be delayed. 

It is our sincere hope that 
after the Soviet Union studies 
our proposal and comes to appre- 
ciate our earnest desire to see 

Germany disarmed and kept dis- 

armed, the Soviet Union will 

support it wholeheartedly. 

While the making of the Ger- 
man peace settlement may take 
some time, we took the initiative 
at Paris to propose the immediate 
appointment of special] deputies to 
prepare a peace settlement which 
could be considered at a general 
Allied conference, the date of 
which should be fixed by the 
Council at its next session. 

While there is no German gov- 
ernment yet which could accept 
the settlement, agreement among 
the Allies on the nature of the 
settlement is necessary to enable 
the Allies to know the goal to- 
wards which the Allied occupation 
and administration should be. di- 
rected and the kind of German 
government which should be cre- 
ated to accept the settlement. 

I also asked that the special 
deputies on Germany be instruct- 
ed to report on several] pressing 
problems, including boundary and 
economic questions. We cannot, 
for example, continue to carry out 
the reparation program if Ger- 
many is not to be administered 
as an economic unit as agreed 
upon at Potsdam. Whatever 
boundaries are agreed upon for 
Germany, she must be able to sub- 
sist without external assistance. 
We cannot subsidize Germany to 
enable her to pay reparations to 
other nations, 

I regret that the Soviet repre- 


in the’ 


| sentative was not prepared to act 

upon my proposal for the ap- 
pointment of special deputies 
without further study. I shall re- 
new my proposal when tke coun- 
cil reconvenes. 

Important as the German ques- 
tions “are and eager, as we are to 
press for their speedy solution, 
we must not and cannot delay 
the peace settlements with other 
countries. At Potsdam it was 
agreed that the start should be 
made with Italy, Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary, Romania and Finland. While 
Germany must remain under oc 
cupation for some time, we can- 
not fail-to do our part to rid 
the rest of Europe of the burden 
of the forces of occupation. There 
can be no recovery in Europe un- 
til we do. 

It is particularly important 
that we press forward vigor- 
ously with the Austrian treaty. 
The Moscow declaration on Aus- 
tria contemplated that Austria 
should be regarded more as a 
liberated than as a_ satellite 
country. It was agreed at Pots- 
dam that no reparations would 
be taken from her. She was 
one of the first countries in cen- 
tral Europe to have free elec- 
tions following the liberation, 
The continuance of foreign 
troops in Austria is undue 
burden on her economy. 

In February we asked that the 
Austrian treaty be prepared along 
with other treaties for satellite 
states. At Paris I insisted upon 
its preparation but the Soviet rep- 
resentative declined to discuss the 
Austrian treaty or say when he 
would consider it. 

The making of peace with Aus- 
tria is essential to the restoration 
of anything like conditions of 
peace in Europe. Ag long as there 
is no peace with Austria and for- 
eign troops remain on her soil, 
military communication lines will 
continue to be maintained in 
Romania and Hungary and pos- 
sibly Italy. 

If peace could be made with 
Aust concurrently with the 
treaties now under considera- 
tion, there would be no necessity 
or excuse for a single soldier 
on foreign soil in Europe with 
the exception of Germany and a 
line of communication through 
Poland! European states would 
have a chance to live and 
breathe. 

It is American policy to press 
unremittingly for the conclusion 
of peace settlements to make pos- 
sible the withdrawal of troops 
from countries where they do not 
belong and where they impose un- 
justified economic and social dif- 
ficulties upon the people. And 
even without waiting for the con- 
clusion of peace treaties it is 
American policy to press for the 
reduction of: occupation troops in 
all countries. 

Our policy of continuing to press 
for the return of conditions of 
eace, without regard to the mak- 

ng of formal peace treaties, fi- 
nally yielded some constructive 
results in the case of Italy. -For 
months we have been urging the 
revision of the Italian armistice 
so as to restore virtually complete 
sovereignty to Italy except in the 
colonies and im the controversial 
Venezia Giulia area, At Paris this 
revision was agreed to. 


While the absence df a peace 
treaty still handicaps Italy in her 
effort to rebuild her broken eco- 
nomic and political life, the re- 
vised armistice gives the Italian 
Government the largest possible 
freedom that can be given to it 
without a formal peace treaty. 

Our problems are serious, but 
I am not discouraged. Our of- 
fensive to secure peace has only 
begun. We are determined to 
work for political and economic 
peace in Europe, in the Near 
East and in the rest of the 
world. We shall work for it in 
the peace conferences and in 
the councils of the United Na- 
tions. The objective of our of- 
fensive is not territory or rep- 
arations for the United States. 
The objective is peace—not a 
peace founded upon vengeance 
or greed, but a just peace, the 
only peace that can endure.

My boy friend and I have argued over this 
so-called woman's intuition. Many times I can tell what he 
is thinking about or anticipate what he is going to say be- 
fore he utters a word. “I tell him it is because of woman’s 
intuition and is born in us. He says it simply accidental or 
chance, and just like what men call a hunch. What is a 
Psychologist's explanation of intuition, Dr. Crane?”

SUZETTE and her sweetheart are both right and both 
wrong. Woman’s intuition is not just a chance or accidental 
affair. But it it not inborn or inherited. Women develop 
their intuition much as habits are developed in other lines of 
human activity. 

When a man has a hunch, he possesses a vague feeling 
that something is right or wrong, but doesn’t have available the 
formal arguments or facts to justify this presentiment. But 
because he is correct so often in these hunches, he recognizes 
that there must be something to them. 

Psychologists recognize that we react to many objects and 
ether stimuli without being fully aware of the fact. When we 
sit down at a desk to telephone, for example, we may pick 
up a pencil and make all sorts of drawings at the.very time 
we are carrying on an exciting conversation. 

Consciously we may not have noted the pencil at all, but 
in the margin of our field of attention, the pencil stimulated 
the eye and led to the smooth functioning of our old established 
habit of writing. This marginal realm of attention is the same 
as thé subconscious mind.

Tomorrow

VERY now and then there 
E are days when it’s a great sav- 

ing of time anc energy to be 
able to cook a whole meal in 
one pot or skillet right on top 
of the stove. I suppose there is not 
a community in this land where 
women have not worked out such 
combinations and their families 
enjoy them and are glad when 


the time rolls around for their 


repetition. Not many such meals 
permit turning all the food into 
the pot at one time. If meat is 
included, it needs to be fairly 
tender, cut into small pieces then 
cooked until almost tender before 
vegetables are added. Not many 
of us like vegetables cooked “te 
death.” 

We have listened to enough 
preaching about how overcooking 
destroys vitamins and we have 
cooked vegetables enough accord- 
ing to these recommendations that 
Wwe are convinced that short cook- 
ing to the point of tenderness re- 
sults in finer flavor, and much 
greater beauty. Now that we are 
converted to this new doctrine 
we take special precautions to 
prepare all foods for such com- 
binations of a size and thickness 
that when one has cooked tender, 
the rest will be tender at the 
same time, and as a result there 
will be no sacrifices in the nutri- 
tive value of any of the constitu- 
ents. If we want whole small 
potatoes and fresh green beans 
combined with meat, they require 
about the same cooking time and 
can go into the pot together. 
But if frozen green beans are 
added, the potatoes should go in 
about 15 minutes before the beans. 
The potatoes can be cooked 
covered until the beans go in, 
and after that, the cover may be 
left off. 


Beef Vegetable Stew. 


One-half Ib. beef stew meat, two 
tablespoons flour, two tablespoons 
bacon drippings, one teaspoon 
salt, dash pepper, water to cover 
meat, three medium-sized onions, 
sliced, one lb. potatoes, diced (two 
cups), one pint frozen or canned 
green beans. 

Wipe meat with damp cloth, cut 
in one and one-half to two inch 
cubes and roll in floui. Melt ba- 
con drippings, add meat, and 
brown well on all sides. Sprinkle 
with salt and pepper and add 
enough water to cover meat. Cov- 
er skillet with a 1'd and gently 
simmer meat until tender (one 
and one-half to two hours). 30 
minutes before serving add onions 
and potatoes. Allow to cook 15 
minutes, covered, then add green

T is not uncommon for 

weathermen to grow misan- 

thropic and wind up hating 
their fellow men as much as 
they hate the subject of 
weather generally. This state 
of affairs is brought on by 
people who think nothing of 
calling up to tell the weather- 
man to forecast a nice day to- 
morrow so they can wear a 
new spring hat, or of calling 
him.up at 3 a.m., after too 
much elbow-bending, to tell 
him what a blankety-blank 
poor excuse he is for a fore- 
caster. He might be further 
embittered by people who call 
to ask what the weather will be 
in New York next month, and 
by the fact that people, such 
being their nature, will scream 
with seeming anguish when he 
miscalls the weather, but as- 
sume and imply: it is nothing 
but sheer luck when he calls 
it right for weeks on end. 

The fact that Weatherman 
Harry F. Wahlgren atill loves 
everybody after 40 years of 
forecasting the weather for a 
public more fickle than the ele- 
ments may be due in part to 
his naturally easy-going tem- 
perament and in part to hav- 
ing lived such a wholesome life. 

He not only doesn’t get mad 
at writers of crank letters, but 
he sits down and writes nice 
answers. He takes time to see 
and talk to cranks who come 
to the office and usually sends 
them away happy. When an- 
swering crank letters from out 
of town he invites the writer to 
drop in and talk things over, 
and a lot of them do. Some- 
times drunks get him out of 
bed to give him an opinion of 
his forecasting ability. “I agree 
with them and go back to bed,” 
Wahlgren says. 

Sitting in his swivel] chair in 
the weather bureau office on 
the tenth floor of the Federal 
Building, Wahlgren meditates 
upon the fate that made him a 
weatherman instead of one of 
his two youthful ambitions, (1) 
an artist, (2) a professional 
baseball player. 

It started back in Keokuk 
when he was 16 and had fin- 
ished his third year of high 
school. This was as far as he 
ever got. The local weather man, 
a friend of his father, had been 
givink his father a sales talk 
on weather forecasting as a 
profession. It had permanence, 
fairly good pay and the fore- 
caster was something of a fig- 
ure in the community. Wahl- 
gren’s father thought so highly 
of it that he vetoed a career as 
a professional baseball player 
for his son, got him a job in 
the bureau as messenger for 
$30 a month. After three years 
he took the examination for an 
assistant’s job, passed and was 
assigned to Miami, Fla. Miami

was known In those days as @ 
land of swamp and mosquitoes 
and he would have no part of it. 

“Think it over,” said his su- 
perior, “until I get back from 
this fishing trip. And then 
see how you feel about it.” He 
agreed, and fate took a hand. 
His boss fell in the river, 
sprained his back, and young 
Wahlgren had to take charge. 
By the time his boss was well 
again the Miami post had been 
filled and he was assigned to 
Oklahoma City where he was 
to stay the next 34 years. He 
was married there, reared 
three daughters, and watched 
the town grow from 50,000 to 
more than 300,000 population.

Oklahoma City hated to see 
him go because he had become 
a popular and respected. citi- 
zen and even a trustee of Ok- 
lahoma City University. Early 
in his career there he learned 
the secret and the Value of a 
good press. Hi: superior 
couldn’t get along with the 
newspapermen. So he assigned 
those contacts to Wahlgren, 
who found he had a sort of af- 
finity with $newspapermen. 
They got along beautifully. 
When his superior died, it was 
the newspapers which started 
a sort of city-wide crusade to 
persuade Washington, D. C., 
to put Wahlgren in charge of 
the department. He numbers 
his newspaper friends by the 
dozens and St. Louis newspa- 
permen have come to feel the 
same way about him as the 
boys in Oklahoma City. Not 


only is he co-operative, but he 
also has that ability, rare in 
weathermen, to see the news 
and feature angles in any given 
weather condition—a godsend 
to the man who handles the 
weather. 

His subordinates admire and 
respect him. A. A. Rausch, his 
assistant, who has survived four 
St. Louis wearthermen, says he 
never knew a nicer one, or a 
more religious one. Wahlgren 
doesn’t smoke, drink or swear 
and shuns an off-color remark 
or story as he would the devil. 
Yet he does not leave the im- 
pression of being a prude,

He became a teetotaler at a 
very early age through the 
“horrible example” method, His 
boyhood idol was a_ United 
States deputy marshal in Keo- 
kuk. Wahlgren remembers him 
as a kind, generous man with 
a great deal of personal charm. 
But he took to drinking. Three 
different semesters at the cure 
failed to do him any good, his 
family kicked him out and he 
was, as the saying goes, in the 
gutter. One day he laid him- 
self in front of a fast freight. 
“I figured if drink could d6 
that to a man,” Wahlgren says, 
“T wasn't going to take any 
chances with it.” 

Soon after he went to Okla- 
homa City, Wahlgren decided 
that he would make art his 
life’s work, and was ready to 
quit forecasting and go to art 
school. Then he fell in love, 
and the first thing he knew 
he was married, so the Bo- 
hemian life was shelved. Now 
his creative urge finds its out- 
let in drawing weather maps 
and charts. But in his desk he 
has a glass paperweight in 
which one of his drawings is 
mounted. True to its era, it is 
a typical Gibson girl, but it is 
executed with genuine ability. 

Now Wahigren’s time is 
taken between the office and 
church work. He is Sunday 
School superintendent at Har- 
lem Place Methodist Church, 
and sings tenor in the choir. 

He is 56 years old, but his 
face looks younger, perhaps be- 
cause it is the face of a man 
who appears to be at peace 
with the world and in com- 
plete harmony with his sur- 
roundings. He is six feet tall, 
and weighs 200 pounds. His 
thick hair is turning gray and 
his shoulders are getting a 
little round, but he’s obviously 
good for plenty of years yet, 
He'll be eligible for retirement 
when he’s 60, but it’s not for 
him. “They let you stay 
until 70 if you want to,” he 
says, “but I'll probably stay 
till they kick me out.

Three factors are noteworthy of 
mention in this complaint, (1) In- 
fection. (2) Mechanical pressure 
from ill-fitting shoes. (3) De- 
formity of the nail. 

These three conditions may be 
alone or in combination. Usually 
all three are present with one 
showing more predominance and 
each requiring individual atten- 
tion. 

Paronychia (pronounced par-o- 
nik-e-ah) is! infection about the 
base of the nail and is more com- 
monly seen about the finger, 
though occurs about the toes. It 
is often unrecognized in the early 
stages on the toe, Iil-fitting shoes 
is the principal cause of this in- 
fection about the toe. Correction 
of this fault and the prolonged 
use of absorbent cotton packing 
between nail and soft tissues to 
produce the growing of the proper 
shape of the nail, affords relief 
in the large majority of such 
cases, 

When the nail grows out it can 
be cut square across the end with 
both lateral corners exposed . to 
view. Surgery is indicated in a 
certain percentage of cases. Sur- 
gery is made necessary by the re- 
peated attacks and deformity of 
the nail. 

Surgery may be simple in some 
cases requiring removal of the 
nail under local anesthesia, while

North did not bother to bid five 
no trump efter he had discovered 
two aces in the South hand, be- 
cause even if he found that South 
had two kings also, a grand-slam 
bid would not be safe. 

West opened the heart ten, The 
ace won, trumps were drawn in 
three rounds, the heart five was 
ruffed, and declarer then devoted 
his efforts toward guessing the 
position of the diamond queen. 
After much communing with the 
ceiling, he laid down the diamond 
ace, then led the jack through 
West. Unfortunately, his guessing 
in this particular session was not 
good, and East not only took the 
diamond queen, but later a club. 

There is no excuse for losing a 
contract like this one. The ob- 
viously correct line of play was to 
win the heart ace, draw trumps, 
ruff dummy’s last heart then to 
lead the ace, king and a low club, 
A 32 club break was vital, re 
gardless of the diamond situation, 
Hence, what could have been 
easier than to “strip” the hands 
in this way, throw the lead to 
either opponent on the third round 
of clubs, and force a heart or dia- 
mond return? Obviously, with a 
tenace position in’ diamonds in 
both hands it did not matter 
which defender won the club trick, 
If he returned a diamond, the 
finesse would be taken for de- 
clarer; and if the defender re- 
turned a heart, declarer could of 
course, discard a diamond from 
one hand while he ruffed in the
